1-^H E late Tranladions of that part of our 
' ^ Nation, which have efbouled the Interefts 
and Principles of the Church of Rowe^ are 
ib fi5l of Wonder^ that I perfwade . my ^If, ^ 
')?ofterfty wiH look upon the Story of thelaft " 
- ' ten years, .as a meer Romance ; and wHl very 
Ij^rdly believe (bfmall a Party durft attempt,or fo great a Bo- 
*"y woifld ever fb long fcffer what we have born with ^Stoical , 
^actiencfe/ 1 haid dnioft faid Z^jgfW^^^^^ But then this Affw 
^^Bf^vasnot owing eithfer to their Courage, or their Cun- 
^Tig, but a* ftrong Perfwafion, that how ill feever they 
*^a us of the Church 6^ Emgland^i\\Q, Dodrine di Non-refijiancjt 
^oald keep us in awe ; and if the other part of the Prote- 
Hnts (hould oflerto refcaerhe Nation our of their C//i^/, 
',Ur2^al for the Monarchy^ and the Royal family would have 
^c fame ^effeft it had in the Monmouth Invafion, and end iii 
tc Rum of then). 
However, to prevent the worft, they refblved to keep up a 
imcrous Army tO fupprefi betimes any Party that might 
rin the Nation; and to fix them the more to their Intereft, 
-y not Mly exempted the Souldiers from the Ovll \vsx\C!vv 
m, but fuffer^d them to out-ragc aad\v\VA\^^Vsavcv ^^^ 
'ptca/bd almoA without reft raint. 
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To divide us yet more, they .procured a Toleration for the 
Dijfenters^ and made fuch fulfom Applications to them, and 
they again returned the Complement in liich Rhetorical Ad- 
JreJ/isj that it was vtrily thought thcCfiUrch oiEn^and Party 
would very eafily have been given up for ia Sacrifice to the 
ibW, fincvrt^ weUmeaning Catbolicks. 

But our Diffenters were not fo eafily wheedled into a for- 
getfulnefi of what they had fo lately fufferedi and altho^ they 
gave the Fathers many good words, and fair Promifes, yet 
when they had oppbrtunity , they gave fuch bold hints of their 
Refolution to defeat the Expedations of thefe Gentlemen, 
that I proteft I wondred at nothing more than to iee them ^ 
iar infatuated, as to believe they (hoald ever reap any Ad- 
vantage from pur. Non-cms, 

they were however ingaged, and therefore they muft go 
on, be the Event what it would ; and' ftiidkig :it ytrouldbe a 
work of time ; and that it was not poflible James IL (hould 
live to fee it effeded, and that after his* death $he Succeflion 
of the then Trincefs of Orange would put an end to all this Bo- 
bel of Cmfufion they bad with fo much Labour and H^ard e- 
T^tA. They refolved in the next place to take card for a 
Catholick Succejfor to finifli this great Work. And in trucliit was 
• a Projed' worthy of fuch bold Undertakers, if they could 
have as eafily deluded the EnzUft^ Nation^ as they frequently 
do thofo who have a mighty rondnefs for Miracles, and had 
rather be deceived than find oxt the Legerdemains of the 
Priefthood : But then this was fo highly improbable, that I 
wonder they ever entred into it \ and that none of the Fa- 
thers have yet told us, that we ought not to think it poflible 
for them to be foch Fools as to attemot to impofe in a matter 
of that Con&guence upon fo learnea, fo curious, fo diftruftr 
ful and fierce a Nation as this of England is : I aiTure them this 
Argument would have more, force than all th^Pef options thfff • 
have printed in that cafe, and engage many to elpoufo their 
Quarrel out of pure Piquantry. 

How far they might yet have gone, and what would in 
the end have been the confequence of this formal Tlot upon 
our Lives, Liberties, and Religion, is known to none but God: 
They looked upon theProteftant or Britifh Intereft m ireland^ 

^ wholly at their Mercy : S«oUmAHI^&m^\vOsx^cAtidi^ ^ 
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that nothing could be begun there, which would not termi- 
in the ruin of the Undertakers : And Effgland was lb di- 
vided in Intereft and Religion, that they expe<%ed a con- 
^erable Body of the Proteftants would lend them their 
«ffifVance to ruine the reft, and therefore call'd them their 
fMSAW^ Franct^ the moft Potent of our Neighbours, was 
apparently engag'd in the fame Defign ; VtrmMtk and Swt" 
ifn engaged againft each other in the Quarrel of the Duke 
oiUslAein. The Proteftant Princes in Germany were either 
awed by the Frencb^ or divided between the Northern Crowns; 
Sfam was weak, and unable to defend it ieif, and too Ca* 
tholick at latt to efpouie heartily the Interelts of a Prote- 
dant Nation againft a Rxman Catbolick Prince ; ia that they 
had nothing to fear but the States of HoBandy and the Prince . 
ofOriM^e: And they looked upon the States as a knot of 
Merchants, more intent upon their TraJe^ than concern'd for 
the Fate of England; and yet if they fbould attempt any 
thing, England and France by Sea atid Land would eafily 
reduce them into the fame uate they were in in the year 
1671. 

Now fiippoiing the French King who is fb zealous a K0- 
man CathoGck, had not fb vigoroufly (^and as far as I can fee) 
fb impolitickly carried on the Controverlie with the Pope 
about the Franchifes of his AmbafTador at Rome ; and that 
he had had the patience to fufier the Emperor to recover 
what his Anceftors had loft to the tarks, and left the Con- 
troverfies between the Eledor TaUtine ( who is a Roman Ca* 
tholick ) and the Dutchefs of Orleans^ to the determination 
of the Pope, what had France loft in all this ? And who then 
could have made one ftep to the Recovery of England i I 
know very well it is faid, the Emfercr would certainly begin a 
War with France fo foon as evtr he had ended this with the 
Turks to bit mind : And in truth he had juft reafbn lo to da 
But it is more probable he would have.fpent hrft fbme years 
in fortifying,peopling,an4 ietling his new Conquers to fecure 
himfelf oathat fide againft his moft formidable Neighbour,ra* 
th^T: than that he would prefently transfer his Arms and vidc- 
rious Armies from the Eaft to the Weft, and pafs fb fudden- 
iy from one long and ruinous War to atvoiW ol tvo VN&Vx.- 
itard and expcncc. And yet if hchad Aotit fc^ iac«,^^\vw^^ 
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of the Enfipire would never lb heartily and generally Iiftvs 
joyned with Inm againft FrmUei if he had been the ^ggrif^ 
fir, hoW juft foe^^er his caufe had beelii as it might- da($l^ 
have been foreleen the^ wofuld^ whenth^ wisre fir ft atlrack^^r 
and as it Were forced to flie to the £fnpworfor his Proce^ioi^. 
So that it was apparently thelntereft of Firimct to have iatie 
ftill, and to have taken the hrft opportunity had offered ie 
feif to have enflaved the firft of his. Neighbours that had 
cftird him to their afliftance ; and our Eftgl^ Jefuiti did noe 
doubt but that he Would. 

In the Interim it was well for EngUnJ^th^t the French Kid^ 
aded as he did; for to him, in a great meaiiire, our Delive- 
ry is owing ( tho' he never intend^ it ) his Breach with the 
Pope and the Empire, having not onlyG^vien the 2^/r^ a 
pretence to arm by Sea and Land, ana to blinded the Eyes 
of our Englijh Court, that they never law, nor wodld believe 
themlelves concerned in it, till it was too late to help it; But"" 
it alio united not only all the Proteitant, but ail the Gatho- 
lick Princes too ( except France ) in the Projeft of delivering 
us for their ownfecurity, that we might be in a conditioil 
to unite with them again for the preftrvation of Europe^ fron^ 
following the triumphant Chariot oi France in Chains. 

His late Majefty leems to have been the only Prince-irm 
Chriftendom, who made it his great, and almoft only defigrm 
to advance the Interefts of the CTwreh of Rofhe^ without-, 
and agftihft his owA temporal tntereft. Thei^eft of the Prin- 
ces fifnd their Cpundil lo6fc ih the Brft plaoe to their o^n 
Concerns at honte and flfbroad, atid make t!he AlflTaif s of Re« 
ligion iubfervient to their other Defigns. Th« Pope is hoc 
(b fond of his old Mt^mffntnsy or of the Decrees of the Coun- 
cil of Trmt it (elf, as to fuffer France to conquer Italjy Sfain^ 
or Gefinanjy no nor England^ nor HoUand neither^ how touch 
ibever it might feem toTacilitate th^ir RedUiftkRi^ the See 
of Rcnfc ; becaufe he knows very well the firft Ptihcd that 
thall make himfelf the Univerlal Monarch of JBirr«j^jr or gain 
luch a power over the reft, as is not to be diipiitea dr op{^ 
led, will certainly put an end to the SoWi^gWy, ^ Wljdth; 
GrMdcar, and Inuependency of theCofrrt ot IMW; lahd 
the Pope'wM become as lub\(i6t to Vvtev -CtirftWfefiftaflding 
A/V/nfiliifaility ) asthe Mnftj. n^o-^ Gfttf^.^jiwif^^^^ 
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never makes any Scruple to depofe, dr bow-ftring the Infal- 
lible Gentleman whenever he crbfleth his Defigns^ and to fet 
up' another ill his ftead, whole InfalKblUty will te more 
tidinplaifant. The £mper6r of Germany is as religious and 
as zealous a PriAce for the Roman Catholick K^igion as 
ever iprung out of diat Family : But he has no mind, after 
iall, to lofe hisLife^ his Empire, and his Lii>erty ; he had ra- 
ther there (bould be fbme Hereticks in G0rmafyf^ than tofiifibr 
the French Ring to (end hjsApoftolickDragolsns to convert 
them, and drive him- into Exile. The King of Spain values 
the poor difpeopl'd (hare he has yet left him in Eurofej toa 
well to put it into the Hands of- thoFreneb^ in order to the 
reducing the Northern Her^eticks to the See ef Rcme. No* 
wonder then that rhclb Pnnces-iiiOQld ^ unite with histiow 
Majeffy of England, againft a Prince of their own Religion, 
when they faw he had embraced a defign which would cer* 
tainly end in his and all their Ruins, and which would raiie 
France to fuch an height of Power, as could never be re-

Tfy^ Nation was by this time become (b diftnuftful of all the 
Proceedings of the dourt, that this Peclaratim was thought 
ablblutely neceflary to affure them a Parliament (hould be 
holden, and yet after all it was little believed The Prepara- 
tions in Holland hid made itneceffary to whee.dle the Church 
of EfiglancUmeny and therefore they wei*e told only the Pe- 
nalties of the kSts of Uniformity (hould be repeard, that an 
Univerfal Liberty of Con(cience might be eftablifhed ; And 
die Roman Catholicks not being likely to be chofen for Mem- 
bers of the lower Houle in this Parliament, they were con- 
tented to continue uncapable of being cho(cn in there, inti- 
matihg, they ihtcnded however to fit in the Hou(e of Lords. 

The i6th of Seftewber there was an Order made to autho- 
rize and empower the Lords Lfcutenants ( many of which 
were Roman Catholicks, or unqualified perfons) of the leve- 
ral Counties, to grant Deputations to (iich Gentlemen as had 
been lately removed from being Deputy-Lieutenants; and 
his Majefty alfb gave diredions to the Right HonouraSlc the 
Lord Chancellor of England j to put into the Commiffion of . 
the Peace fuch Gentlemen as had been lately laid afide, ai>d 
(hall be recommended by the laid Lords- Lieutenants. 

In the Interim certain Intelligence being brought, that the 
Preparations in Holland were dcligned againft England : The 
a4th of September were Summoned the Bi(hop of London^ 
Wincbefier^Ely^ Chichefier, Kocbe/ler and Brifiol^ and the Arch- 
bi(hop of Canterbury ; and the i^th of Septemb. they appeared 
at WhitthaU^ and there waited accordingly that day upon the 
King in aBody ; IVinche^er^ Ely, Chicbcfier, Rocbefitr^ Bath and 
JVetts^ and teterbGrDuib\h\\t London and BriJlolcimQ not then 
to Town; and the Archbi(hop was fick, ai;d came alone the 
next day. There paffed nothing then but general r.xprctfions 
of his Favour, and Piomifcs of Duty on the Bilhops part. 
Whereupon they all defircd the Archhifhop to beg a (ocond 
Admifliony which was appointed on Tuelday the ad. of Oct^r 
hevy but was put off till the next day.

And 
We do hereby require and command all Lords-^Lieutenants, 
and Deputy-Lieutenants, to ule their beft and utmoft endea- 
vours to refift, repel, and iiippreft Our Enemies who come 
with fuch Confidence and great Preparations to invade and 
conquer thefe Our Kingdoms. And laftly,Wedomoftexpref- 
ly and ftridly enjoin and prohibit all and cver}^ Our SubjeAs 
of what d^ree or condition Ibever, from giving any nunner 
of Aid) Amftance, Countenance or Succor, or from having 
or holding any Correipondence withthe,feO>3>x'Sx«xN«w^'^^ 
any of their Cbmplices, uponpamol\V!v^Tt^;^Sax^^^sv^^o^^^ ^ 
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September. The Reader may be pleafed to oblerve,that foreign Forces, 
W^W^ which muft be French j were declined ; which implies they 
were proffered, ajkl perhaps It had been never the worfe for 
them,if the Iri^,vTOichconfidering their Religion and temper 
towards the Ettglijhj are as much Foreigners as the French^had 
been declined too ; for we (hall fee they did him much Mif- 
chief,and little or no Service, i. That the meetingof the Par^ 
liament w^ difcharged before ever there was any mention 
of reftoring the Charters of the Corporations. 

SefPember the 30. his Grace the Dukeof New/r^r//^, the Earb 
oi Lindfeyj the Earl oi Derby y and the Lord Gerntyns^ and o- 
thcrs of the NobiUty were laid to have ofFqiied their Service 
to his Majefty, and leveral of them had Commiffions fent to 
them to raiie men in their Countries.; None of thele,and very 
few other of the Nobility, or Gentry coming Up, but only 
lending Letters, which were now thought wonderful Obli- 
gations, fb dreadful was the thoughtof the Invalion at Court, 
and lo great the difcontent of the whole Body of the Na- 
tion for the late Tranfadions. 
OSober. On TuefJay the id. of OSfober the King declared poblickly - 

in Council, that he would reftore the Charter of the City of 
London *> £) that the next day the Bifhops turned that Requell 
into Thanks, for having prevented their Petition. 

The Minifiers by this time became fo fenfible of their Dan- 
ger,and of the temper of the Nation,tliat the id. day ofOcfo- 
ber they procured a General Pardon, in the beginning of 
which are thefe words ; It has always been our eamefl Dejirefince 
Our Accejfion to the Crown^ that all Our People Jhouldlive at eafe^ 
and inf/iB et^oyment of Peace andHappinefs under Our Government^ 
and nothing can be more agreeabk unto Us^ than that Offenders 
Jhould be reformed by Ails of Mercy extended towards them, rather^ 
than Punip^ent *, Ourofen Enemies having upon Repentance founc^ 
: Our Favour ; and alt ho befidesOur particmarPardons which han/e 

been granted to many Perfons^it be not longfince We ijfued forth Our 
Royal Proclamation of General Par den to all our People ; yet forap 
much as they who live moft peaceably ^ do eft en fall within the reach 
effome of Our Lawsy &c. Befides the ufual Exceptions, were 
excepted all Jreafons committed or done in the parts beyond 
the ^sas, or any other place out oi! this our Realm, and by

The Pardon here hinted at, came out Ibme fewdays befpi^ 
this ; and in that all Corporations and Bodies Politicks were 
excepted, which looked fo like a defign againft the Bilhops^ 
Deans and CoUcdges, that it was taken notice of; and this 
new Pardon fent after the former to (hew the World the Mini- 
fiers were only a little too intent upon their own fecurity ( as 
they had moft need of this Pardon) that they never thought of 
the other. 

On WednefdayfiBobtr the jd- the Archbifliop of Canterbury^ 
and the Bifliops of London^ Winchefier\ Afafb^ Ely^ Chicbefier^ 
RochefieVy Bath and fVeHs, and Peter borough^ all in a Body wait- 
ed upon the King, when the Archbifhop Ipoke thus to him. 

May it pleafe Your Sacred Ma jefty, 

WHen I had lately the Honour to wait upon jou^ you were 
plea fed briefly to acquaint me with what had pajjed two 
days before between your Majefty and the fe my Reverend Brethren : 
by which y and by the Account which they themfelves gave me^ I 
perceived^ that in truthy there pajjed nothings but in very general 
Terms and ExpreJJions of your Majeflies gracious and favourable 
hclinations to the Church <?^ England, and of our reciprocal Duty 
and Loydlty to your Majefiy : Beth which were fufficiently under- Sfu^^^j 
flood and declared before ; and (as one of my Brethren then told 
you ) Wfiuld have been in the fame ftate^ if the BiJIoops bad not 
flir^d one foot out of their Viocejfes. Sir^ I found it grieved my 
Lords the Bifhops to have eome Jo far y and to have done fo little*^ 
and I am afluredthey came then prepared to have given yow Ma- 
yfly fome more particular Infiances of their Duty and Zeal for your 
Service, had they not apprehended from fome words which fell from 
your Majefljy That you were not then at leijure td receive them. 
It was for this Reafon that 1 then befought your Majefly to com* 
mand us once more to attend you all together, which your Maje(ty 
was pleafed gracioufly to allow and encourage. ' H^e therefore an 
^bere now before you, with all Humility^ to beg your Permiffton^th^ti 
■ we mayfuggefl to your Majefly fucb Adi)\cz\ as yot tVmV. Yr^\^'t 
' $b» Seajin^ and conducing to your Str-oicc^ ani ^o Vw%i^ %Vi<^ 
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OMer. to pur Princelj Conjideration. Which the King being gracioun 
ly plealed to permit, the Archbiftiop proceeded as followeth.

fever al Counties^ into the Hands offucb of the Nohility, and Gen" 
try there J as ^re legally ^lified for it.

Commiflion jcr'EccleJiafiical Jiff airs ; andthatno fuoh Court as that 
Commiffion fets up^ may he ereBedfor the future. 

III. That your Majefiy wiU gracioufiy be pleafed^ That no Vif 
penfation may be gr anted or continued^ by Virtue whereof y any per- 
fon not duly qua^fied by Law^ hatl been^ or may be put into any 
Place^ Office^ or Preferment in Church crState^ or in th^ Univer- 
Jitiesy or continued in the fame^ efpeciaXLy fuch as have Cure of 
Souls annexed to them ; and in particular^ that you TviU begraci* 
cuflypleafedto refiore the Vrefident and Fellows of St. Mary Mag- 
dalen CoBedge in Oxford. 

IV. That your Majefiy will gracioufiy bepleafed to Jit afide aU 
Licenfesor Faculties already granted ; by which any perfons of the 
Romiflj Communion may pretend to he enabled to teach Tublick 
Scbf^ols ; and that no fuch be granted for the future. 

V. That your Majefty wiUbe gracioufiy pleafed to defifi from 
the Exercife of fuch a Dijpenfing Power ^^ as hath of late beensijedh 
and to permit that Point to be freely and calmly debated and of* 
gueJ^ andfinaUy fetled in Parliament. 

VI. That your Majefiy will be gracioufiy pleafed to inhibit the 
four Foreign BifhcpSj who fisle tbc^mfelves Vicars Apoftolica), 
from further invading the Ecclefiafiical Jurifdiilion which is by 
Law vefied in the B^ops of this Church. 

VII. That your Majefijf will be pleafed gracioufiy to fill the va* 
cant Bijhflpricksy and other Eccltfiafiical Promotions within your 
Gift^ both in England and Ireland, with men of Learning and 
Piety \ and in particular ( which I mufi own to be my peculiar 
bolanefsj for ^tis done without the privity of my Brethren ) That 
you will be gracioufiy pleafed forthwith to fill the Archiepifcopal 
Chair of York ( which hathfo longfivod emfty^ and upon whid 
a 2i^i0Je Province depends ) with jome very worthy Perfon^Fer

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y III. Tbsi jmr Majefy mil be gracioufiy fleajed to fuperfeJe OSober.

X« Above atli That your Majefiy will be gracioufiy pleafed to 
permit your Bijhops to off^ you fuel Motives and jirguments at 
( we trujl ) may J by GoJrs Grace ^ be ^eSual to ferfwMe your Ma* 
jeSy to return to the Communion of the Church of £ngland> into 
whofe mofi holy Catholiek Faith you were baptitced^ and in which 
you were educated^ and to which it is our aaily earneft Prayer to 
Godf that you may be re-united. , 

Thefcj Sir J are the humble Advicesy which out of Confcienee of 
the Duty we owe to Gody toyottr MajeHy^ and to our Country ^^ wt 
think fit at this time to offer to your Majefly^ atfuitable to the pre* 
fent State of your Affair t^ and mofi conducing to your Service j, 
and fo to leave them to your Princely Conjideration. And we

arc not fafc ar d Land, when as yet there was no appearance of fuch a 

Prodigious alienation of his SubjeAs AffeAions ; vvheri at 
leaft his Army was thought to be ftill firm^o liini, , and when 
the very Winds and Seas ieemed hitherto'as tnuch op his fide 
as they all afterwards turned againft him. 

OBobtr the 5tb, two days after the Bifliopshad mide the 
Ten famous FrofofaU above-recited , the King declared 
in Council, That in purfiiance of his Refblution and Inticri- 
tions to protedl the Church of England^ and that all Sulpict- 
ons and Jealoufies to the contrary may be removed, he had 
thought fit to diffolve the Commiffim for Caufes EcckfiafiicaU 
&c. and accordingly did give Dire&ions to the Lord Chatr 
cellor of England to caule the lame to be forthwith done- 
Now this was only half what was asked i it not being de" 
clared illegal , nor any Promile made , fo fbon as eve^ 
the times would lerye, it (hould not be renewed : And we 
(hall fee the Jefuits were champing on it bye and bye. 

The 6th. of OSiober the King was alfo gracioufly pleafed 
to reftore to the City of London all their ancient Franchifes 
and Privileges, as fully as they enjoyed them before the late 
Judgment upon the (luo Warranto ; and the Lord Chancellor 
did them the honour id bring down the Inftrurnent of Re- 
Iticution and Confirmation, under the Great Seal of England. 
And Sir John Chapnan was thereby conftitute 1 Lord Mayor 
till the time of Eledion, and was accordingly fworn in the 
Guild-hail with the ufual Solemnity. 

Thefdme day the Aldermen (novr in being) that were at 
the time of the laid Judgment tooV. Ccvaw fowxv^x Yv^f;.i'^^as!i. 
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the Vacancies were to bft fiipplied by the Elecftion.of the OStober. 
Citizens, aocordiing to th* Ancient Cuftom of the City. 

And an Addrefi of Thanks was forthwith voted and 
^ned for- the Favour granted to them. 

O£lobert\» loth. hisMaj^y having receipted feveral Com- 
plaints of great Abufes committed in the lare Regulations of 
the Corporations, he thereupon in Council thought fit to au- 
tfaorizd and require the Lords Lieutenants of the iei^erat 
Counties to inform themielves of all iuch Abules and Irre- 
eidai*ities» within their Lieutenancies^ and to make ibrth' 
with Report theiisof to his Majbfty, together with what they 
conceive fit to be done for the redrefljng of the fame : 
Whereupon he would give foch further Orders as (hould be 
requilite. But prefling News coming over from time to time 
of the great Preparations in HoUmd » the(e flow Methods 
fM^n appeared unfkfe, and not fit to be relied upon » and 
therefore it became necejOrary to throw up at once this great 
and beloved Advantage, now it was utterly impoffible to 
keep it afty longer. By all which we may obferve, that all 
was pure Force and Fear j and it will appear more fully in 
what is to follow. 

The I i th. o(OBober there was publifli'd k Form of Prayers 
to be us'd.in all Cathedral,Collegiateiand Parochial Church- 
es and Chappels, within this Kingdom, during the time of 
PaUick Apprehenfions from the Danger of InvafKMi, and to 
be added to th6 daily Office both Morning and Evenings 
immediately after the Priiyers for the King and the Royal 
Family, The firft of thefe was a Prayer foi' Repentance;

fepplicating God toTreferve our Holy Religion, together mtb 
our Laws and Ancient Government , neceiterily put Men in 
mind that they had been endangered ; and by whom, was 
as well known ; and it feemed Nonienle and Hypocrifie to 
pray to God to preierve theie, and ia the mean tune to aid 
and affift the Enemies of both, to deftroy and ruine them,

The fame day the Earl of Ox/W, who had but a (hort 
time before been turned out of the Lieiiftenancy of Effex For 
refufing to conicnt to the Repeal of the Penal Laws and 
Tefts, was reftorcd to the faidOfficej ds feveral Others were 
about the fame time. 

The aid. of O^fc^er his Majefty. ordered the Council to be 
affembled, and defired the Ilueen Vtv>agtr , and fuch of the 
Peers of this Kingdom, both Spiritual and Temporal^ as were 
in Town, as alio the Lord Mayor and Aldermen of London, 
and the Judges, and (everal of their Ma jetties Council learnotl '

This Proclamation rather increafed.the Averficm men then 
generally had for the Government ; and there were very few 
who did not prefently refled on Father Tttre^ who was then 
one oi thePriYy-Council,as fitter to be hafig^d,than i«veresic'.d ; 
but they were then under Hatches, and muil .comply, . and for 
two or three days News was woudToa&&aLtce.i, hut then they

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tred prevaUing over their Fear, as theday oftheirwifliedRe- OStober. 
demption grew nearer. But however, the Roman CathoKcRs ' 
from thisdrfte forward were ftadioufly avoided, no man fear- 
ing any trouble from any body elfe, as in truth I never heard 
of any man that was profecuted on this account. 

- The aSth. o^OSfober the Earl of Sunderland was removed

■ of Money into E^/i?»(/ 5 anli'^s it was before pretended, that 
Sielton being: a Proteftant, had dilcovered this Trahladion 
to the Prince of Orange: So it was now faid, Sunder- 
land had loft the Original League out of his Scritore^ and that 
it. was carried over to the Prince ofOrange^ who would pro- 
.* duce it to the Parliament of England, But fmce that the Barl 
. or'5i»»itfr/W has publifhed a Letter, wherein he has given a 
larger Account of the true Caufeof his being laid a fide, 
. than is any where elfe to be met with ; and therefore I think 
it reaibnable to add It here.

7h Earl 0/ Sunderland V Letter to a Friend m Lon- 
don, pthlijhed. March i^d. 1689. 

TO comjiy with what you defire, I will explain Ibme 
things which we talked of before I left England. I have 
been ia a Station of a preat nolle, without Power or Ad- 
vamagp whilft I was in it^ and to my Rultv tioii \. ^tcv^'^^^ 
o£ it. I know I cannot iidlifie my Id? b^ t^l vwfe, ^oxi'igpi^ 
J^tmc, that Ijhmght to have prwcrvtiwL m\xOci ^feS^e^s^^^ 
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OSohfT. for when 1 found that I could not, I ought to have quitted 
thq Service i neither is it an Excufe that I have got none of 
thoie things which uflially engage men in publick Affairs: 
Mv Quality is the fame it ever was, and my Eftate tnuch 
worfe, even ruin'd, tho' I was born to a very confiderable 
one, which I am afhamed to have Ipoiled, tho' not fo much as 
if I had encreafed it by indireft means. But to go on to what 
you expeft ; The pretence to a Dilpenfing Power being not 
only the firft thing which was much difliked fince the death 
of the late King, but the foundation of all the reft, I ought to 
begin with that which I had fo little to do with, that I never 

. heard it Ipoken of till the time of Adfo««>^»f/&'s Rebellion, that 
the King told Ibmebf the Counoil of which I was one, that 
he was relblved to give Employments to Roman Catholicks, 
it being fit that all peribnis Ihoukl lerve who could be ufeful, 
and on whom he might depend. 1 think every body advifed 
him againft it, but with little effed, as was foon leen : That 
Party was fb well pleafed with what the ICinghad done, that 
they pcrfwaded him to mention it in his Speech at the next 
meeting of the Parliament, which he did, after mkny De- 
bates whether it vvas proper or not ; in all which I oppoied 
it, as is known to very confiderable Perfbns, Ibmc of which 
wereof another opinion ; for I thought it would engage the 
King too far^ and it did ^ive fuch offence to the Parliament, 
that it was thought neccuary to prorogue it ; after wbicb^ the 
King fell immediately to the fufforting the Diffenfing Power^ the 
mofi Chimerical thing that was ever thought of^ and muB be fo till 
the Government here is as abfolute as in TurKey, all Tower being 
included in that one. This b the ^^a^Q I eveir had of it,and when 
I heard Lawers defend it, I never changed my Opinion or 
Language ; however it went on, moft of the Tudges being 
for it, and was the chief bufinels of the State, till it was look- 
ed on as fetled. Then the Ecclefiaftical Court was let up, in 
which there being lb many confiderable men of feveral kinds, 
I could have but a fmall part ; and that after Lavvyers had 
told the King it was legal, and nothing like the High Com- 
miiSon Court, I can mpft truly fay, and it is well known 
that for a good while 1 defencled Magdalen CoSedgk purely by 

care and induftry, and hav^ hundreds of times beggM of the 
King never to grant Muniauiy^x to cW^^ ^xs?j &^&ithe 
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regular courfe of Ecclefiaftical Affairs, which he often thought OSiohen 
reafonable, and then by perpetual Importunities was pre- 
vailed upon againft hi^ own fenie \ which was the very cal^ 
of Magdalen CoUedzcy as of Ibme others. 

Thefe things which I endeavoured, though without Suc- 
'cef$,drew upon me the Anger and 111- will of many about the 
King, The next thing to be tryM, was to take off the Penal 
Laws and the Tefts, lo many having promifed their concur- 
rence towards it, that his Ma jefty thought it feafible > but he 
ibon found it was not to be done by that Parliament, which 
made all the Catholicks defire it might be diflblv'd, which I 
was fo much againft, that they complained of me to the 
King, as a man who ruined all ills Deiigns by oppofjng the 
only thing could carry them on ; Liberty of Confcience bein 
the Foundation on which he was to build. That it was firi 
offered at by the Lord Clifford^ who by it had done the work, 
even in the late King's time, if it had not been for his weak- 
nefs, andthe weaknefiofhis Minifters: Yet I hindred thef 
Dii&lution feveral Weeks, by telling the King that the Par- 
liament in Being would do every thing he could deiire, but 
the taking off the Pdnal Laws and the Tefts, or the allowing 
his Difpenfing Power, and that any other Parliament, tho^ 
fuch a one couid be had as was propo(ed, would probably 
never repeal thofelLaws ; and if they did, they would cer- 
tainly never do any thing for the fupportof the Government, 
whatever exigency it might be in. At that time the King of 
Spain was fick, upon which I faid often to the King, that if 
he (hould die, it would be impoflible for his Majefty to pre- 
fcrve the peace of Chriftendom, that a War muft be expe<St- 
;^y and iiich a one as would chiefly concern England \ and 
that if the prefent Parliament continued, he might be fure 
of all the help and lervice he could wifli v but in caie he dif- 
folv'd it, he muft give over all thoughts of fereign Affairs,for 
no other wobld ever affift him, but on fuch terms as would 
ruine the Monarchy > {o that from abroad, or at home, he 
would be deftroyM, if the Parliament were broken, and any 
accident (bpuld happen, of which there were many, to make 
the ^d of his People neceflary to him* This and much more 
I (aid to him feveral times privately^ at\dit\ tfeaVv^^\v«;^ ^ 
odters. But being over-power'd, tVvQ ?aTVvwv^ivx.^vi.\A^^ 
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OBober the Clofetting went on, and a new one was to be cbofen, who 
was to get by clofetting, I need not fey ; but it was certainly 
not 1, nor any of my Friends ; many of them fiifiercd,' who 
I would fain have (aved, and yet I muft confeis with grief, 
that whdn the King was rcfolv'd, and there was no rei^edy, 
\ did nor quit, as I ought to have done,bat ferved on inordcr 
to the calling another Parliament In the nridft of all the pre- 
parations for it, and whilft the Coroorations were regaUting, 
the King thought fit co order his Declarations to be mad m 
allCburdies,of whichlmoftiblemnly proteft, I never heard 
one word, cHl the King diJeded it in Council, that dre>^ on 
the Petition of my Lord the Archbiftiop of Camerhmy^ and the * 
other Lords theBifliops, and their Proiecutiori, which I was 
fo openly agarnft, that by arguing condnuaUy to (hew the In* 
juftice and the Imprudence of it, I brought the Fury of the 
Roman Catholitks upon me to (iich a degree, and (b unam- 
moufly, that I was juft finking, and I wiih 1 had then Ank ; 
but whatever I did foolifhly toprefervemy felf, I continued 
ftill to be theObjeA Of their hatred, and Irefotv^d taferve rfie 
jpiibKck as well as I could, which I am iiire mofl: of the con* 
fklerableProtcftantsthenat Court can teftifie; and £> can 
one very eminent man of the Country, whoin I would have 
perfwaded to come into bufmels, which (fe might hav^ done, 
tor havehelped me to refift the violence of thofe inpow^; twt 
hedefpaired of being able to doa^ygood, and therefore 
would not engage. Sometime after came the firftNewsof die 
Prince's defigns, which ^/rere not then look'd on as they have 
proved, no body, forefeeing the Miracles he has done by his 
wonderful Prudence, Condud, and Courage, for the greateft 
thing which has been nndertakefi thefe thoufand yeirs, or 
pertiaps ever, could notbe effeded without Vertues hardly to 
be imagined till feen nearer hand. Upon the firft thought of 
his coming I laid hold of the opportunity to prefi the King to 
do (everal things which I would have had done fooner ; the 
chief of which were to reftore Magdaltn CoUtdgt^ind all olher 
Ecclefiaftical Preferments, which had been diverted frofti 
• what they were imended for, to take off my Lord flHhopbf 
ZdfSfJoft^s Sei/peniion, to put the Counties into the &me hands 
they were m ibme tiraie before, to mvxv\\ tJc^ ^E/xlofiafficftl 
^oun^ and to reftore enitireVv aWtV^ Co\^t^xvOT&o\^E^«f^ 
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Thefe things weredone efFeSually by the help of lome about qq^ 
the King ; aad it was then thought I haddeftroyed roy feU^ ^s-^o^ 
by enraging again the whole Roman Catholick Party to lucb ^. 
a height as had not been feen; they difperfed Libds of^e ' 
every day, told the King that I betrayed him, that I ruineii ' ^ 
him by perlwadigg him to make liich (hameful Condefceri- 
tions ; but moft of all by hindring the fecuring the cliief <rf ^ 
the diiiiFeded Nobility and Gentry, which was propoied as 
a certain way to break all the Prince's Meafures ; and by ad- 
viiif^ his Majefty to call a Free-Parliament, and to depend 
upon that, rather cjian upon foreign Affiftance. It is true I did 
give him thole Counfels which were called weak to the laft 
moment he fefFered me in his Service ; then I was accufedof 
holding Correfpondence with the Prince, and it was every 
where laid amongft them, That no better could be expeded 
from a man fo related as I was to the Bedford ^nd Leicefi^erVsL- 
jnilies, and fo allied to Duke Hamilton^ and the Marquiis of 
Halifax. After this Accu(ationS:of High Treafon were brought 
againft me, which, with fome other reafons relating to aftairs 
abroad, drew the Kings difpleafiire upon me,fo as to turn me 
out of all without any confideration, and yet I thought I e- 
icaped well, cxpeding nothing lefs than the lofi of my head,, 
as my Lord MiddUton can tell, and I believe none about the 
Court thought otherwile ; nor had it been otherwise, if my 
Di%race had been deferred a day longer ; all things being pre- 
pared for it, I was put out the 17th. of OSlober^ the Romaa 
.Catholicks having been two Months working the King up to 
it, without intermiflion, befides the feveral Attacks thev had 
> made upon me before, and the unulual affiftance they ootain- 
ed to do what they thought fo neceffary for the carrying oa 
their Affairs, of which they never had greater hope than at 
that time, as may be remembred by any who were then at 
London. But you defired I would fay fomething to you of /re- 
Jandy which I will do in very few words, but exadly true. . 

My Lord Tyrconnellhz^ been fo abfolute there, that I never 
had the credit to make an Enfign, or keep one in, nor to pre- 
ferve fome of my Friends, for whom I was much concerned,, 
from thQ laft Opprcffion and Injullice, tho' I endeavoured it 
to the utmoft of my power ; but y^t ^N\t\^ c^^^xv4i<i^\^\NKa v 

being upon thophco. and he abfcut^ \ 0\Nt\x^^ ^Jcv^^*;^^^ 
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OSober. Parliament there,which was defigned to alter the AAs of Set- 
tlement. Chief Juftice Nugent, and Baron JWc^ were lent over 
with a draught of an Ad for that purpofe, furniftied with all 
the preflSng Arguments could be thought on to gerfwade the 
King 9 and I was offered forty thoufahd pounds for my Con- 
currence, which I told totheKing,and (hewed him at the lame 
time the Injuftice of what was prppoled to him, and the pre- 
judice it would be to that Country, with (6 good fuccels^that 
he relblved not to think of it that year, and perhaps never. 
This I was helped in by Ibrae Friends, particularly my Lord 
Godolfbin who knows it to be true, and lb do the Judges be- 
fore named, and leveral others. 

I cannot omit ifay ing Ibmething of France, there having 
been io much talk of a Uague between the two Kings. I do 
proteft I never knew of any ; and if there were fucha thing, 
it was carried on by other fort of men laft Summer. Indeed 
French Ships were offered to join with our Fleet,and they were 
refufed ; fmce the noile of the Prince's defign more Ships were 
offered, and it was agreed hoW they fhould be commanded,if 
ever defrred. I oppofed to death the accepting of them, as 
well as any affiftance of men, and can lay moft truly, that I 
Xr* was the principal means of hindring both,by the help of fome 
Lords, with whom I confulted every day, and they with me, 
to prevent what we thought would be of great prejudice, if 
not ruinous to the Nation. If the Report is true, of Men,Ships, . 
and Money intended lately for England out of France^ it was 
agreed upon fihce I was out of bufincfi, or without my know- 
ledge; if it had been ocherwife, I believe no body tliinks ray 
Dilgrace would have hapned.. My greateft Misfortune has 
been to be thought the Promoter of thole things I oppofed 
and detefted, whilllfome I could name have been the Inven- 
tors and Contrivers of aa? hat they have had the Art to lay up- 
on others ; and I was often foolifhly willing to bear vvhat my 
Mailer would have done, tho' I ufed all poffible Endeavours 
againft it. I lie under many other Misfortunes and Afflidions 
extreme heavy, but I hope they have brought me to refleft. 
on the oecafion of them,the loole, negligent, unthinki/jg life I 
have hitherto led, having been perpetually hjurried iaway 
trow allgdod Thoughts, by Pka%e, Idltueis the Vanity of 
the Court, or by Bulinefe : 1 bo^e^ \ ^a*^ > t\\\^ \ ^;5\ w?;^^^'^^ 
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all the diibrders my Tormer life had brought upon mei and that I X>^oier 
(Tiall fpcnd the remaining part of it in begging of Almighty God, >>V>* 
that he wilt plea^ eith^ to put an end to my lufierings,or to give 
me lirength to bear them i one of which he will certaifily grant 
to lueh as rely on him, wmch I hope t do, with the SubmifSon 
that becomes a good Chriftian« I would.enlarge on this Subje^^, 
but that I fear you might thinly ibmething elle to be the reaibn 
of it, befides a true ienfe of my Faults, and that obliges me to re- 
ftrain my felf at prefent. I believe you will repent in haviiig ci^ 
gaged me to ^ye.y(7ii (bis aoxMUxt, but 1 cannot the doing bf 
what you defii^e of mef.;:

Saints who had been powerfully {oUicited to confound this Here- 
tical Fleet. The iirft of Nmimber vjr^ were again told from the 
Hagui^ that the damagis the 2>»/^/& Fleet had iuftaift'd by the late 
Storms, was greater than was at 6rft report^sd ; That there were 
1500 Hor(cs dead or unferviceable, That the Prince of OrMnfe 
had Ibft mod of jiis o\yn Horfes,: and the M.9Aft>^. it Sc)M\»>9tt^

'' Abbot this time a partelorthe^Priftce of Or^^s^DecIarations 
were intercepted in London^ upon reading that expreffion in it.

The King ient forfome of the Bifliops again,and required of them

* (haU be deteded, by pretending Ignorance of the nature of their 

* Crime,Wearegracioufly pleaiid by this Our Royal Proclamati- 

* on puUifhed, by the Advice of our Privy-Council, to forewarn 
•and admonifh all Our Subje^s of what degree or quality foever> 

* that they do not publtfh or difperfe, repeat or hand about the 
•faid treatonable Papers or Declarations, or any of them, or any 

* other Paper or Pa^rs of fiich like nature, without difcovering 
•and revealing the lame as fpeedily as may be to fbme of Our 

* Privy-Council, or ibme of Our Judges, Juilices of the Peace, or 

* pubUck Magiftrates, upon peril of being projecuted according 

* to the utmoft feverity of the Law. ' , 

This Proclamation had the fame effect with all the reft of their 
Counfels, for menfufpeded thereupon, that there was much more 
iQ.the Declarations and Papers than they afterwards found, and 
accordingly became more aefirous by far to fee it ^ and the Spa^ 
m/Er. Amt^ludor here in London gave them (as I have been credi* 
My informed ) to whofbever defired them. 

For about almofl three Weeks togerfier the Wind flood perpe- 
tually Weft 9 during all which time the common queflion was 
every Morning, Where is the Wind to day ? And a Seaman was 
obferved to curfe the Dragon in Cbeapfde^ for turning his Head 
where his Tail fhould be. But in the latter end of OSfober the 
Wind came Eaft, to the great Sorrow of the Roman C^tholicks, 
and the Joy of the reft of the Nation. And when all men expeft'* 
ed the Ihvafion would fall on th . North, the third of November 
between ten and eleven of the Clock the Dutch* Fleet was difco- 
vered about half Seas over, and about five this numerous Fleet 
waspafled by that Town, fleering a Channel -couife Wcflward, 
the Wind at Eaft North Eaft, a frefh Gale.

the number taken in this Ship, concludif^ that the Vuuh Army 
was three times as great, as it really was. 

By this time they found that the Prince ofOrangi his Declara- 
tion could not be totally fupprefey; and thereupon one of the 
ScriHing Jefaits pHt out a Paiftphlet againft it, intituled, Tie Z)iwrr/5 
Defipt Anatemix^d^ er the Vifiiwry nf the Wicheinefs and Unju^ke 
of the intended In^afion^ and a clear Procfy That it is the hterejt if 
aU the King's Suhjeiis to defend its Majejty and their C^emtry againft 
it. This Author has the Confidenoe to tell us, That^he forged Heads 
eftbeTrinee^sDedaraticn^ and the Bifhops Ten I'ropo^ls , an 
known to be the Contrivance of the King^s Enemies^ framed <m fnrpefi 
to amufe the Teo^le^ and make them believe the fetting m at rights is 
tie only dejms eftbe Dutch ; and tiB thofe Vrofofals be granted, v/e 
are net faj^ ("pag. 19.) So that if the defign had mifcarried, not 
only the Redreis of thofe GrieFances was utterly to be dilpaired 
of, but thofe ih&t had made them topreferm the King iromFuia, 
were already arraigned for his Enemies^ and accordingly 4o^ 
treated.

Dedaratim ; but then neither of the thete were filtered to print! 
cbe Declaration it ielf, and therefore what they laid of it, was 
neither regarded, nor believed by any of the Proceftants> and fer« 
vcd only to exafperate the Nation the more againft them.

Times of Peace ; and now the War was opening, became, morfe 
Infolent : So that the ill obferving this Order, was one of thofe 
things which tended as much as any thing to the Ruihe bf 'that 
Army, they being reduced to a great Wint of all Neceffanes 
by the People, who feared their Payment, 'and hated both them 
and the Caufe they were embarked in. 

About the fame time there was publiflied a very advantagi- 
oiis CharaBer of the Prince of Orange^ which was greedily read, 
and induftrioufly fpread under hand. ' . 

The Prince continued three days at Exeter^ before any of the 
Gentry or Nobility appeared for him, which cauled a great 
Wonder in his Army, and was publiflied here the «8th. we be- 
ing told, that ibme of the Rabble lifted themlelvesfor him, .and 
had Arms given them ; but the Mayor and Glergy Of the City 
flood their Ground.

The 1 ^th. an Account came from Cirencefiery That the L6r^ 
Lcvelace going to the Prince with between 60 and 70 Horle, 
was there feifcd by the Militia, by Order of the Dulce oi Beait- 
fcrty with about 13 of the Party, one M^jor Lcr^^ebding flain 
iinthe Adion, together with his Son, Captain Le^?, and Leiutd- 
. nant Williams and fix Common Soldiers wounded ; but noltwitH- 
ftanding this Refiftance, the Lord Lovelace. wiis at laft forced to 
yield, and fecured by the Duke of Beaufort ; and this was very 
acceptable News at Whitehallyhut the Joy was fliort, and not well 
founded. 

The 14th. there came an Account from Salisbury , That upon 
the nth. the Lord Cornbury pretending to have received Orders 
from his Majefty, caufed the Royal Regiment of Horfe, the 
Royal Regiment of Dragoons whereof he was Coloriel, and 
the Duke oiSt. Albans Regiment of Horfe comntanded by Co- 
lonel Langficn^ to march from Salisbury to Dcrchefierj where they 
refreflied themfelves, and then they went to £ri^itand^x- 
min/^er. Several of the Officers thereupon apprehending Ibme 
Ve/jgtj, asAed the LordCc^7ibHrj^^^>N«i^iv^^>i^^^^ 
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jgoing ? Who anfwered, To beat up the Enemies Quartcis at No^uemb 
Honiton : But he finding, the Royal Regiment of HorJe, and fe- 
veral Officers of the- Dragoons^ did iriorfi and more fiifped him, 
he marched wi^h thole th^t would follow him tow^j els Uotiiton. 
Langfton going before with the Regiment of St* Albatjs, > ' but 
the Royal Regiment of Horle,' andfeveral of the Dragoons, 
returned to Bridfm. And thg fame day the Ea rl of Fe'verfloflm 
came to Salisbury^ to Command the Forces irvChief. The next

if tbey have not oonlidted f>»ni, they ought toiatisfie ffheKiiig 
how they can warrant aCefladon of Arms on the Princc'*s fidt^ 
or how tb^ can hinder him from advandog further to awe De- 
hates in the Houi66, or what alTurance they can five^ that he w31 
acquieibe inthe free Decifionof the mattens prof^ed, or that he 
will peaceably depart out of tl* Land, wmn things are letlcd, 
and will not pretend a ftay here, till the v«ft Sums be paid him 
that he hath* expended on thisoccafion; or laiUy^ wiUntft fitid 
new occaiions of queftioning the fecurity of Performance of any 
Agreement to t)e made.

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ment, and have tried how Gracious the King would have Been Uovtmb 
in redreffing Grievances, and fecuring Religion and Property,and w/^ ~ 
after the King's refufal there might have been Ibnie colour for 
his Invafion, but none upon any pretence whatfoever to have 
invited him to it, ^ s 

Fifthly^ Thofe who will not openly > an* Vith a bare face jufti- 
fiethc Princeof04iifAPretenrions, cannot think it confiftent 
with the Honour of the King to ftpop fo low as to fummon a 
Parliament at the diredion of an Invader, who can never be con- 
ceived to defire it with that eagerneis, if he did not judge it very 
much conduceableto his Intercft, for which very reafon the 
King ought to be jealous of ftch Councils. 
• And I humbly conceive thofe Peers have not fufficiently con* 
fidered how prejudicial this fort of Addrefi may be to the King's 
AflFairs, and how much it will conduce to the further alienating 
of the AfFeAions of the Subjedb from the King, when they (hall 
hear of his denial to cbmply at prefeht with this Expedient, and 
never hear the reafons thereof, fince thsy have not divulged bis 
Majeflfiei Gracious Ahfwer, tc^ether with their Petition; and { 
*am fere, at this time the putting the King upon fuch a Dilemma^ 
nsthegreateftdif-ferrice^canbedone him, and very little infe- 
*;rior to joining with his Enemies! 

I might add many more Arguments to prove, that the King 
cannot in Honour yield to this Advice, without quitting that un- 
deniable Prerogative the Laws give him, of making War, or con- 
cluding peace, if thoie matters (hould be fubmitted to the Arbi- 
trimentof the twoHoui^; or owmngthat the Allegiance of his 
SabjeAs did not hind thiim to affifl: him in the defence of his 
Crown and Dominions, without the Votes of a Parliament. But 
I (hall conclude with fome few Conffderations I humbly offer to ' 
thofe Right Reverend, and Noble Lords,and all thofe who are of 
the fame Judgment with them, to refie<5l upon. 

Firfi then, T defire themto confider,^ whether it will not be more 
glorious, and agi'ecable to the Principles of our Religion, efFcAu- 
ally to aflift our undoubted lawful Soveraign, than to liifFerhim 
to be dethroned Iblely becaufe he is a Raman CathoUck , fince the 
Papifts themfelves, tho' they never take the Oath of Allegiance 
w Supremacy) yet do, and ever have declared^ thait \C ^tc^ >&wwnos^ 
CathoUck Vrincc,yea the Pope himfe\E \u ^^tfow^ ^ovii^v^^^ 
any King ofEifelanJ, tho* a Proteftant, ^tl xVv^t xJa^^ ^.k^\^^>^^^^ 
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Sovemb* CO defead fudi a King agtiiift chem^ as cnuQh as if chey were 
Turks. 

Secondly^ Whether fince the true and orijzinal Caule of this Ift- 
vafion, and conleqiicntly of all the BIood-(hed tbefe Lords £> parr 
neftly defire to prevent, liath not been the detryring to concar 
with the King in eftabKihine of liberty of ConfciencO) even, with 
fuch fccurity to the Proteftant Religion, and Church of j&jf: 
Und^ as could be defired : and whether in all human probability, 
that would not be more conduceable to eftabliOi the puUick 
Tranquility of the Kingdom, and its iticreafe in Wealth andPeo- 
ple, and coniequently the moft efficacious means to reduce the 
Dutch to be juft and tradable Allies and Neighbours, rather than 
any thing can be efFe(fled by this Invafion^ or the trocklimg toliich 
avowed Enemies to our Country, our Relu;ion, and our King. 

Thirdly J Whether the King's entire Truft in the Fidelity .ofhk 
own Subjeds for his defence, and not admitting of foreign Aids 
that were nnibughtfor, proffered, do not oblige all that have any 
&n{Q of Gratitude or Duty, to aid him to the very utmoft againft 
fuch Foreigners as fb unnaturally, and fo unjuftly invade himv 
and when it hath pleated God to give fuccefi to the King's juA 
Arms, we are noc to doubt J>ut the King, according tohis lolMia 
promife in his late Royal Declaration, will fpeedily caU aParfia* 
ment, and in it redrei^ all fuch Grievances as his people can jiift- 
ly complain of, with a&dlandample iecurity to the Church of 
England^ and all his Proteftant ^jeds , which it will much 
more be o^r Intereft to have in a truly harmonious, and Freer 
parliamentajy way at that 'tin^,eftabU%d, than attiusppefem 
in a tumultuary and precipif'ate^ hafte £> patched u^ as wiU not' 
be durable > and the mor^ earnefily we defire ^tp lee this good 
work to be i^t upon, the more haue the Nobilitf and Gentry 
fhould make to expel thoie who hindred the Convention of that 
Parliament, which was much more likely to have ietted mattery 
to the content of ^he King and his People, thaa this Invafion 
c^an ever hope to effed.

THERE having been.'various Vifcourfes about the Reafonablenefs 
and yujtice ofthe Dutch Invafm^ th^ Phince^s great Loue and 
fpecial Care of the ProtQ&AM Religion, and Englim Pror^slfents, 
fit forth in tie Ptofi^ charming manner y and the Vef^eratenefs ofthe 
Proteftant State^nd Condition , f /tinted in the blackefi and mofi fright- 
ful CotoHTs ; Our Natural Liege Lord, nofwithllanding his Unpara^ 
hPd Grace toaSy reprefinted as dejirning the great e [I Cruelty againjl 
bis cum Suhjttts ; ftrOnge Stories of ill things wbifperedy and nothing 
lefs than a Secret League herw$en Hss Maje^y of Great Britain, and 
the French Khig, to extirpate ^i? Proteftants, entred into. Tbeje 
Reports are with fo much Art and Cunning fpread^ as to ^^, ,. . 
fimrtle the mofh* confiderini Proteftants ofaU Verfwafionsy whence ^^ ^{^;ift 
wetbint could he more eagenj defiredy than a fght of the Prince ofO- ihcyangcr 
rangai Declaration. lor the ExpeSlatims of mcft Men arcy That hung over 
ftme^ extraordinary SecretSy feme hidden Works of Darknefs (hould be our heads, 
rpveoTd and brought to light y as generally thofcy who yet never faw \q^\^J' 
the Frince^s Veclarationy do ftill believe : But there not being one word ]efs droid* 
ef any fuch Treaty, we cannot fee why it is that the Trince comes ful. 
over\ and if others impartiaUy perufe the Declaraticny we doubt not but 
^twiU convince them^ that they give no Reafon powerful enough toju* 
Jfifie fi Bloody an Enterprifiy as tbisy in the ijj'ue mufi needs be. 

We will therefore give you a trueCofy ofthe Princess Declaration, 
word for word^ as it runs in the Weft. 
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Novemh, 

The Declaration ot his Highnefs , William 
Henry, by the Grace of God, Prince of 
Orange, &c. of the Reafbns inducing him 
to appear in Arms in the Kingdom of Englandy 
for preferving of the Protcftant Religion, and foi 
reftoring the Laws and Liberties of Engiandy 
Scotland, and Ireland, 

I. tT is both certa>riand evident to all men^ that the publick 
X F^eace and Happinels of any State or Kmgdom cannot be 

Erelerved, where the Laws, Libeities, and Cuuoms eftaUUhed 
y the lawful Authority in it, are openly tranigreflfed and an- 
nulled: More especially where the Alteration of Religion is endea- 
voured, and that a Religion which is contrary to Law, is endea- 
, Toured to be introduced: Upon which thofe who are' moft im- 
mediately concerned in it, are indifbenfably bound to endeavour 
to pre^rve and maintain the eftabliflied Laws, Liberties and Cuf 
ttoms, and above all, the Religion and Worfliip of God that is e* 
ft^bliflied among them ; and to take fuch an efFedual care, diat 
the Inhabitants of the faid State or Kin|;dom, may neither bede- 
prived of their l?e/ijfw», nor of their Givil Rights: Which is fi> 
much the more neceflary, becauie the Greatnels and Security- 
both of Kings, Royal Families, and of all iuch as are in Au- 
thority, as well as the Mappinefs of then* Subjeds and People 
depend, in a moft efpecial manner, upon the exaft oblervation 
and maintenance of thefe their Laws, Liberties and Cnfioms. 

2. Upon thefe grounds it is, thAt we cannot any Ion|;er for- 
bear to aeclare chat to our great Regret, we (ee that thofe Coun- 
cellors, who have now the chief Credit with the King, have 
overturned the Religion^ Laws and Liberties pf thofe Realms, and 
fubjeded them in all tMngs relating to their Confciences, Liber- 
ties, and Properties, to Arbitrary Government, and that not only 
by ifecret and indirect ways, but in an open and undifguifed 
mnaner. 
^. Thofe Qvil Councellors (or tb^ Ql^n ^tvdtv^^rvdcolQucing this 

^Jih iomo plau/Ible Pretexts^ dVA vwwvt wAw.^ivl^y^^^3flMB^ 
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DifpenJingVcTiw J by Virtue of which they pretendjthat according iV(wr«i 
to L^jy, he c^tifufpenJf aad Jifpence with the Execution of the ^-^V^ 
L^ai^r tiiat have been enafted by the Authority of the King and , 
Parliament, for the (ecurity and happinels of the Subjed, and fo- 
have rendred thofe Laws of no effsd ; tlio* there is nothing more 
certain, than that as no Laws can be made, but by the joint 
concurrence of King and Parliament, lb likewife Laws lb Qnz£t\ 
ed, which lecure the publick Peace, and fafety of the Nation,. 
and die Lives and Liberties of every Subjed in it, cannot be re^ 
pealed or fufpended but by the fame Authority. 

4. For tho. the King may pardon the Punifliment that a^ 
TranlgreiTor has incurred, and to which he is condemned, as in. 
tbeCaies of Treaf0t or Felony t yet it cannot be with any colour of 
Reafpn inferred from thence, that the King can entirely iufpend. 
theExecudon of thoie Laws relating to Treafon or Felony ; unlefi^ 
it is> pretended, that he is clothed with a Defpotick and Arbi- 
trary Power; and that the Li ves , Liberties, Honours, andEftates 
of the Subjeds depend wholly on his good Will and Pleaiure,. 
and are endrely fubjeA to him ; which muft infallibly follow, 
on the King's having a Power to fufpni the Execution of the. 
Laws J and to diCpenie with them. 

5. Thoie Evil Couniellors, in order to the giving fome Cre- 
dit to this ftrange and execrable Maxim, have ib conducted the 
Matter, that they^ have obtained a Sentence from the Judges, 
declaring, that thfs Viffenfing Power b a Right belonging to the 
Crown i as if it were in the power dfthe Twelve Judges to offer 
up the Laws, Rights, and Liberties of the whole Nation to the 
King, to bedifpofed of by him Arbitrarily and at his Pleafure, 
and exprefly contrary to Laws enaded for the Security of. 
the SubfeAs. In order to the obtaining this Judgmeint, thofe 

^ Evil Couniellors did before hand examine (ecretly the Opinion • 
of the Judges, and -procured fuch of them as could not in Con- 
fiien^e concur in fb pernicious a Sentence, to be turned out, an I 
others to be (ubftitueed in their rooms, till by the Changes which 
were made in the Courts of Judicature, they at laft obtained 
that Judgment. And they have raifed Ibme to thofe Trufts, 
who make open Profeflion of the Popi(h Religion, tho thole are 
by Law rendred incapable of all fuch Employments. 

6. It is alio manifeft and notorious, T^i^x. ^^\v\^\\i\^^^^;^^ 
upon his coming to thc{Crowi\/WQVV^O^aiv^ 3lOmxwn\^^^M "^ 
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ovetffh' the Subjeds of Efigland^ Scotland, and Ireland^ as thdr K/>g, with- 
^ ^ ' out the leaft Oppofirion, tho he made then open Profeflion of 
the Popipj Religicn ; fb he did then promife, and folemnly fwear 
at his Coronation, That he would maintain his Subjefts in the 
free Enjoyment of thoir Laws and Liberties ; and in particular, 
that he would maintain the Church of England as it was efiablijhed 
by Law : It is Hkewife certain, that there have been at divers 
artd fundry times (cveral Laws enacted for the Prefecv^tioa of 
thofe Rights and Liberties, and of the ProteftantReligibn; and 
among other Securities, it has been enadcd. That all t^crfons 
#hatloever, that are advanced to any Ecclcfiaftical Dignity, or 
to bear Office in either Univerlity, as likewife all other that, 
fhould be put in any Lnployment, Civil or Military, fhould d(^ 
ciare that they were not Papilts, but were of the Proteftant Rej* 
ligion, and that b)' their takmg of the Oaths of Allegiance and St^ 
fremacyy and the Tefi\ vet thefc Evil Councellors have ineficft 
annulled and abolifhedf all thoie Laws, both with relation to 
Ecckfiaftical and Civil Eniployments. 

7. In order to Ecclefiaftical Dignities and Offices, they have 
hot only without any colour of Law, but agafnft molt exprefi 
Laws to the contrary, let up a Commiffion, qf a certain number 
of Perfons, to whom they have committed the Cognilance and 
Diredion of all Ecclefiaftical matters > in the which Commiffion 
there has been, and ftill is one of his Majefties Miniftcrs of State, 
who makes now publick prQieffionofthePopiihReIigion,and who 
at the time of his firft profeffing it, declared that for a great wjiile 
before he had believed that to be the only true Religion. By all 
this, the deplorable State to which the Proteftant Rcliftion is re- 
duced, is apparent, fince the Affairs of the Church of England 
are now put intathe hands of perfons who have accepted of a 
Commiffion that is manifeftly illegal, and who have executed it 
contrary to all Law ; and that now one of their chief Members 
has abjured the Protefiant.Religiony and declared himfelf a P^pi/f; 
by which he is become uncapable of holding any puhlick Imploy- 
ment. The faid Commiffioners have hitherto given fuch proof 
of their Submiffion to the Diredlions given them, that there is no 
reaibn to doubt, but they will ftill continue to promote all fach 
cJcJlgnsas w}]\ be moft agreeable to them. And thole Evil Coun- 
icHors take care to raife none to arvy 'EcdcituVxcsX^i^^vixx^^ hut 
fer/bas tha^have no 2^1 for the PrctcPdnt ReUgiw^xA^^. ttfs^ 
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hide their imconcernedncls for it, under the Ipecious pretence of Ni/uemi 
Moderation. The iaid Comraiffioners have fufpended theBifhop v-Or^ 
of London^ only becaufe he refufed to obey an Order that waS 
fent him to fufpenda worthy Divine, wichdut (b mQch as citing 
him before him to make his own Defence, or obferving the com- 
mon forms of Procels. They have turned out a Prefident cho- 
fen by the Fellows of Magdalene CoUedgej and afterwards all the 
Fellows of that CoUedge, without io much as citing them before 
any Court that could take legal Cognifance of that Affair , or 
obtaining any Sentence againft them by a competent Judge. And 
the only realbn that was given for turning them out, was theif 
refufingtochufe for their Prefident, a perfon that was recom- 
mended to them, by the Inftigation of thofe Evil Councellors, 
tho' the Right of a Free-Eledion belonged undoubtedly to them. 
But they were turned out of their Free- holds contrary to Law, 
and to that expreis Provifton in the Magna Chart a , That no man 
nmll lofe Life or Goods , but by the Law of the Land. And now thele 
Evil Councellors have put the iaid Colledge wholly into the 
handsofPapilts, tho' as is aboveiaid, they are incapable of all 
luch Employments, both by the Law of the Land, and the Sta- 
tutes of the Colledge. Thefe Commilltoners have alio cited be- 
fore them all the Chancellors and Archdeacons of England^ fe* 
quiring them to certifie to them the Names of all fuch Clergy- 
men as have read the King's Declaration for Liberty of Confcience, 
and of liich as have not read it , without confidering that the 
reading of it was not enjoined the Clergy by the BiQiops whp 
are cheir Ordinaries. The Illegality and Inconipetency of th(^ 
£tid Court of the Ecclefiaitical Commiffioners was fo iiotDriouf- 
ly known, and it did fo evidently appear, that it tended to. 
tne Subverfion of the Protefiant Religim^ that the Moft Reverend 
Father in God, JVtlliam Archbiftiop cif Canterburyy Primate and 
Metropolitan of a\1 England ^ lecing that it was raifed for nh 
other end but to opprclsiiich perfbusas wereofeminem Virtue,, 
Learning and Piet)', refufed to fit, • brto concur in it. ' " * 

8. And tho' there are many exprefi Laws ngainft all Churches 
or Chappcls for the exercife of the Popilh Keligion, and alfo a- 
gainftall Monafteries and Convenes, and more particulary againfjt 
the Order of the Jefnits^ yet thole Evil CounfeUors h\v^ ^^\^':.>^- 
red orders for the building of fcveraY G\\vitc\vQ?i ixv^O^'^^2^s%^55^ 
.xhccxcrci& ^ tbic Keligion, Th^v ^^^"^^^ ^^^^ ^t^^vv^^^ ^^^'^ 
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)vemb* Monafteries to be erefted, and in contempt of the Law, they 
have not only let up feveral Colledges of Jtfuits in divers pla- 
ces for the corrupting of the Youth, but have railed up one otthe 
Order to be a Privy Counlellor, and a Mlnifter of State. By all 
which they doeviaently (hew, chat they are retrained by no rules 
of Law whatlbcver, but that . they have ftibfeded the Honours 
and Eftates of the Subjeds and the eftablilh'd Religion, to a De- 
fpotick Power, andto Arbitrary Government. In all which they 
are lerired and leconded by thole Eccleftaltical Commiffipners: 
9. They have allbtbllowed the fame Methods with relation to 
Civil alEiirs; for they have procured orders to examine all Lord$ 
Lieutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants,ShcrifB, Julticesof Peace, and 
all others that vvere in any publick Imployment, if they would 
iX)ncur with the King in the repeal of the 7^^ and ftnal Linvs^mA 
all fuch whole Conlciences did not fiiiTer them to comply with 
their deligns, were turned out, a^d otliers were put in their places, 
who they believed would be more compliant to them in their de- 
figns of defeating the Intent and Execution of thole Laws which 
had been made with io much care and caution for the lecurity of 
the Troteftant Religion. And in many of thele places they have put 
profefled Papilb, tho' the Law has diiabled them, and wa^^an^ 
ed the Sut^ed:s not to have any regard to their Orders. 

I o. They have alio invaded the Priviledges, and leized on the 
Charters of moft of thofe Towns that have a right to be repre* 
lentcd by their Burgelles in Parliament, and have procured Sui^ 
Tenders to be made of them, by which the Magiftrates in them 
ha^ve delivered up all their Rights and Priviledges, to be dilpoied 
of at the plealure of thole Evil Councellors, who have thereupon 
placed new Magiftrates in thoTe Towns, fuch as they can molt en- 
tirely confide in ; and in many of them they have putPopiih Ma- 
giftrate$9 notwithftandingthe Incapacities under which the Law 
has put then]. 

1 1. And whereas no Nation whatfoever can lubfift witliout the 
'admihiftration of good and impartial Juftice, upon which metis 
Lives, Liberties, Honours and EUates do depend,tholeEvil Coun- 
cellors have liibjei^led theie to an Arbitrary and Deipotick Power: 
In the moft important Affairs they have ftudied to dilcover before- 
h^nd the Opinions of the Judges, and have turned out liich as they 
JbumS wouM not conform thcmfcVits 10 tVvfcic intentions, and 
hdvc put others in their places , oS >nVvoto ^^ hi^^ twjbc^ 
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affiircd, wichout having aay regard to their Ahiltties. 
hxi^ they have not ftuck to raife even profcflfed Papife to 
the G)urts of Judicature, noci^ithfhmding their Incapacity 
by Law, aod that no regard is doe co any SeMMnce^iBou-in^ 
from them. They have carried this fo far, as to ^rivc 
ibch Judges, who in the common fdminiftration of Juftice» 
(hewed that they wae governed by their Confciences, 
and not by the DireOions which the others gave diem. 
By which it is aH)arent, that they defign to rtaider them- 
fclvcs the abfolute Mafters<Mf the Lives, HoftOurS and Eftatcs 
ctf the Subjeds, of what rank or dignity foever they may 
be h and that widiout having any regard either to the Equity 
jof the Caufe, or to the Coifcienccs of the Judges, wtwm 
they will have to fubmit in all things to their own Will and 
Pl^fbre h hoping by fudi ways to intimidate thofe v^o are 
yet in Employment, as airofach others, as they (hall diidk 
fit, to put in the rooms of thofe whom tiiey have turned out ( 
and to make diem fee what they muft look for, if thef 
(hould at any time zGt in the leaft contrary ta .their go6d 
liking \ and that no failings of that kind are pardoned in 
any Peribns whatfoever. A ^reat deal of Blood has been 
(bed in many places of die Kingdom, by Judges go\^emed 
by thofe Evil Coun&llors, aga|^l all tte Rules and Forrn^ 
ot Law, without fo much as fimering theperfons that wer6 
accufed to Plead in their own Defence. 

Txi have alfo, by potting die AdminiAration of Juftice | ^ 
in the hands of PapUh, brought all the matters of CivH 
Juftice into greaC uncertaindes 5 with how much Exa^^ls 
and Juftice foever that thefe Sentences may have been 
;iven. For fince the Laws of the Land do not only exclude 
^apifts from all Places of Judicature, but have put them 
under m Incapacity, none are bound to acknowledge or to 
^ obey their Judgments, and all Sentences given by them, are 
null and vokl of themfelves : So diat all Perfons who have 
been caft in Tryals before foch Popifh Judges, may juftly 
look on dieir pretended Sentences, as having no more force 
than die Sentences of any private and unaadxod&d 
Perfon whatfoever. ' So dcplotabVc t^ ttoj^ c^fe A t^«^

and EflScacy . ' They have likewife difpofed of all Military 
Employments, in tne fame manner : For. though the Laws 
have not only Excluded Papifts from all fuch Employments, 
but have in particular, Provided that theyihould be dif- 
armed ^ yet they, in contempt . of thefe Laws , have flot 
only armed the Papifts, but have likewife raifed them up 
to the greateft Military Trufts , both by Sea and Land, 
and that Strangers as well as Natives, and Iri(h as well as 
Englifli, that (o by thofe means, having rendred themfelves 
Matters both of the Affairs of the Church, of the Government 
of die Nation, and of the Courts of Juflice, .and fubjei^'ed 
them all to a Defpotick and Arbitrary Power, they^ might 
be in a capacity to maintain and execute their wicked Uefigr)^, 
by the affiftance of the Army, and- thereby to eaQave the 
Nation. 

1 3, The difinal effe(5ls of this Subverfion of die EftabliUied 

Religion, Laws and Liberties in Enj^Undy appear more evi- 
dently to us, by what v^e fee dooein IreUnd ^ where the whole 
Government is put in the Hi^ of Papifts, and where all the 
Proteftant Inhabitants are ufner the daily fears of what may 
be juftly apprehended from the Arbitrary Power which is fei 
iij) there ; , which has made great numbers of them leave that

And thofe 
Evil CoonielibrS nave endeavoured to make all Men appre- 
hend the lofi of their Lives, Liberties, Honours, and Eftates, 
if they (hould go about to preferve tbemfelves from this 
Oppreflion, by Petitionsr Reprefentations, or other means 
authorlied by Law. TKus did th«y proceed' with the Arch- 
Uifaop of CdHter^my , Snd the^ other ^ Biihops, who havinje 
offered a moft humble Petition to the King,' iif terms fQlI 
of Refpedi and not exceeding tbe'nnmber limited by Law, 
in which they fet forth in (hort, the Reafons for which thqr 
could nQt obey that order which, by the Inftkation of tho(e 
Evil Coimfeliors, was fent them, requiring them to appoint 
their Qergy to read in th?if Churches the Declaration for 
Litertj of C^nfcience % were fent to Prifon, and afterwards 
brou^t to a Tryal , as if they had been guilty of fome 
eiiormous Crime; They were not only obliged to de- 
fend themfelves in that purfuit, but to appear before pro-

And yet it cannot be pretended, that any Kings, how great 1 6. 
foever their. Power has been, and how Arbitrary and Defpo- 
tick foever they have been in the exercife of it, have ever 
reckoned it a Crime for their Subjeds to come in all Submif- 
(ion and Refpeft, and in a due number, not exceeding the - 
limits of the Law, and reprefent to them the Reafons that 
made it impoffible for them to obey their Orders. Thofc 
Evil Counfellors have alfo treated, a Peer of the Realm as a 
Criminal, only becaufe he faid; That the Subjects were not ' 
bound to obey the Orders of a Popifti Juftice of Peace v 
though it is evident, tliat they being by Law rendred inca- 
wblc of all fuch Trufts, no regard is due to their O.ders..

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November, of Fear and Sufpicion , that a falfe Alarm being made by 
' '^^^'^V* defign or accident, on SumUji the 15th. of November^ the 
King and the whole Araiy left Salhi/ny 5 the Army retrea- 
ting to ReaJht^^ and the King to Andovtr^ and on Monda^f 

the 16th. of November returned in the Evening to Loninn. 
The Princefs jihn of DenrnMrk^, his fecond Daughter, was 
cone privately the night before from whi ehdll , with the 
Lady ChMrchil\ and if die had not left a Letter too behind 
her, which (hcw'd the reafon of her retiring, in all proba- 
bility, all the Popilh Party about fvhitehall had been cut 
in pieces by the King's own Guards, upon a furmife they 
haa made away tWs beloved Princefs : So that they were' 
forced to print her Letter to the Queen, to fecure tliera 
feh'es from Violence. 

The firft thing the King did after his return to LenJon^ 
wast to remove Sir £dward Hales from being Lieutenant 
pf the Toiler J and to put Sir BievU Sf^lfn^ a Proteftant, in 
bis place* Sir Ednard had angered the whole City to the 
utmoft , by planting feveral Mortar pieces on the Walls 
towards the City, which tho' defigned only to awe it, had 
enraged more tnan frighted them. So that His Majefty 
(aw he was not fafe at PVhttehAU^ as Idng as Sir Mdw^rd 
was Matter of the Tower. 

The 2.8th. day His Majefty ordered in % Privy-Councjl 
the Lord Chancellor to iuue out Writs for the Sitting of 
a Parliament at frefiminjfery the ijth. day of J^tnuiu^ foj: 
lowing ; But it was now too late, and the Natipa was 
in that Ferment, that it was not much regard^ what the 
Court did or faid. 

The 30th. day Of November^ the King; to appeafe the 
Minds of the People, iffued out this Proclamation ;

Burroughs chfoughouc oar Kingdom, to their andent Char- 
ters, Rights, and Priviledges h to we command and require 
all Perlons whacfoeyer, that they prefumeiiot by ^knace 
or any other undue, means, to influence EleiSions, or pro^ 
cure the Vote of any Eledor.' And we do alfoftridiy 
require and command all Sheriii^ Mayors, BailifE, and 
other Officers, to whom the Execution or Return of any 
Writ, Summons, Warrant, or Precept, for Members to 
the enfuing Parliament (hall belong ^ that they caufe fuch 
Writ, Summons, Warrant, or Precept, to be duly pub- 
liflied and executed, and Returns thereupon fairly made, 
according to the true merits of fuch Eleftions. 

* And tor the Security of all Perfbns both in their Ele- 
Aions and Service in Parliament, we do hereby publifli 
and declare, That all our Subjects (hall have free Liber- 
ty to eleA, and all our Peers, and fuch as (hall be ele- 
ded Members of our Houfe of Commons, (hall have free 
Liberty and Freedom to ferve and (it in Parliament, not- 
wichltanding they have taken Arms, or committed any 
ad of Holtility, or been any iJeay aiding or alfifting 
rliertin. And for the better aflfurance hereof, We have 
gracioufly diredted- a general Pardon to our SubjciSts, 
to be forthwithuprepared to pa(s our Great Seal. 

* And for the reconciling all publick Breaches, and obli- 
terating the very Memory of all paft Mifcarriages, We 
do hereby exhort and kindly admunifh all our Subjedls 
to difpofe themfelves to ele6t fuch pcrfons for their Re- 
prefentatives in Parliament, as may. not be bya(red by 
Prejudice or Paflion, but qualify'd with Pai ts, Experience, 
and Prudence, proper for this Conjundlure, and agree<ible 
to the ends ana purpofes of this our Gracious Procla- 
mation.

In the week following, the pretended Prince of H^alef. 

was fent down tp Portfwmhy with Orders to the Lord 

Dartfn&Hth to fend him under a good Convoy withh^Nurfe- 

i0to France. This he Yjas Caid to liave utterly tefofedj 

iF/Kreupon he was inrou^t b^cV. to London ^5g^ ^sql ^wrd^s 
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and not contented with this, extorted from the King a Promife Decembt 
to follow her himfelf : Which was the very word Coun- 
fcl the worft Enemy he bad in the World could pofTibly 
have given him. 

But to return back, SchtUnd was by this time almoft in 
as bad a condition as England, and fome of the Nobih'ty 
and Gentry of Scotland v/tvQ fent up Avith a Petition for 
a Free Parliament 5 and the Popifh Chapels at Terk , Bri- 

fioly GUccftery li^rceftery Shrewsbury^ Staff or d^ Wootverhamfton, 
BromidghapL CamkridgCy and St. Edmonds Burj^ were .about tills 

time ocmoliflied, and whercever the Lords in Arms came, 
the Papifts were difarmed : And in Nerfoll^ the Duke of 
Norfoll^ their Lord-Lieutenant, had a great appearance of the 
Gentry with him, where he and they declared for a Free 
Parliament, and die Protection of the Proteftant Religion. 
This meeting was at Norwich tlic Firft of December ^ and af- 
ter that, the fame Declaration was renewed at Yarmouth, 
and the Suffolk, men approved of it , but wanted a Lord 
Lieutenant to aflemWeand head them, in order to the ihew- 
ing their concurrence with fafety. 

Brifiol was feized by the Earl of Shrewsbury and Sir foht 
Gmfe 5 the Lord Lovelace was delivered by tfie Gentry of 
Gloucefier/hire, out o( the Caftle o(Ghucefier, where till then 
he had been imprifoned. The Lords, MoHneuxzndyifionyin 
the mean time fcized Chefter for the King, being R.C^,and' 
Berwick ftood firm to him too*, but iVlfir-Grj?/r received the 
Lord i^w/yr, and Declared for a Free Parliament and the 
Proteftant Religion: Tork^ was in the hands of the allbcia- 
ted Lords h and the Gamfon of HuU feized the Lord Lan^i^ 
dale their Govemour, a Papift, and the Lord Montgomery,, 
and difarmed fome Popi(h Forces newly fent thither, and then. 
Declared for a Free Parliament and the Proceft'ant Reli-. 
gion : And Pltmmh had long before fubmitted to the Prince.. 
of Orange: And the Army at heading ^ upon another filfc 
Alarm on Satt&day the Sth. of December, retired in great h:M.. 
to Twyferd Bridge, and endeavduring to regain their pbli, ;i. 
Party of the Prince's men, who were fent for by the Li- 
fanbitaats of Readings upon their threatning to plunder and 
fee the Town, attacked the IriihT^u^ootc.Atv^^^'^^ ' 
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ccmker. Party were rpuch fewer in number, beaofe they believed 

^ ^>^ the whole Army was at hand. 

The Popifti Party was become fo contemptible in Lwdan^ 
that on Thwrddj tlie bixth of December there was an Hut dnd 
Cry ^ter Father Peters j publickly aied and fqld in the Streets 
of LfiftdiM. But tliis was not the worft neither •, for about the 
fame time came forth this following Declaration, in the Name

where riieir head Quarters then were , as I have faidl. 
The feme day the Dutch Officers taken irt the Fly- boat ^ 
and: till then Imprifoned in New^atCy were Difdiargcd 

Tlie 1 2th. of December the Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral fate in the Council-Chamber at i^lsitthkll, and it was 
abfolutely neceffary they ftiould. the noife or the King's 
withdrawing having put the Raoble of LmJon intq fuch a 
Ferment, as has fcarce been feen. That Niaht they de- 
molifhed the Popifli Convent and Chappel at Str.JiAVs. 
( which they had attempted before the King went a\vay,^na 
had hardly been prevented from deftroying it, by the 
Death of three or four Perfons) tfie Convent and Qia* 
pel of Fryars in Lincolns Itm- Fields y and tlie.PopiftiChapels- 
in Umejtreet and Backlers-Benj^ and the Chapel at wild* 
kouji, wjiich was the Refidence of the Spanilh Ambafla- 
dor. Out of the Materials of thefe Buildings they made 
great Piles, and at Niglit fired diem ihftead of Bon- fires,. 
and die number that ran together was incredible, artd 
very terrible, not only to tlie Roman Catholicks, but to 
all confidering men, who did refleifl ferioufly on die na- 
ture of the Times and the rage of the People, The lame 
day therefore the Lords put out an Order for the difci> 
very of the Goods taken from the Spanifti AmbafTador, 
promifing a good Reward, and commanding all Books and 
Papers taken out of his Library , to be brought to the 
Council-Chamber in ffisiuhall. 

The fame day the late, Lord Cliancellor Jtjfny/ was ta- 
ken at trapping in a difguife , and font to the T§wer firfl 
by die Lord Mayor, wliich after was confirmed by the Pfecrs 
and Privy Council. 

The 13th. an Account being brought,, riiat the King 
was taken at Fever/ham, feveral of his Servants went down 
to lum h but I do Jiot find the Peers or Council fate tlttt 
day.

-ing by that time m Bed* Where they made an Apolcj^r 
for coming at fo unfeafonable a time -, and delivering hun 
the Paper, the King read ir, and faid he would comply 
w ich ir. ^ Upon which the Lords humbly defired he would 
remove fo early ^ to be at Ham by Noon , to prevent 
meeting the Prince in Ihs way to Loptdon, where he wa$ 
to come the fame day : His Majefty readily agreed to this 
too , and asked whether he might not appoint what Ser- 
vants fhould attend him 5 to which the Lords replied, That 
it was left to him. to give .order in ^that as be pleafcdt, 
and fo took their leave of him. WHen theY were gone 
as far as the Privy-Chamber , the King • fent for S\em 
again, and told them, He had forgot to acquaiot them with 
his Refolutions before the Meflage came , To fend my 
Lord Godolfhin next Morrting to the Prince, to propofc 
his going back to Rochefier^ he finding by the .Manage 
Monfieur ZMlefttin.. was charged with, the Prince had no 
mind he fliould be at London-^ and therefore he now de- 
fired he might rather return to Roche fiery than go to any 
otiier place. The Lords replied, That they would immedi- 
ately lend an Account to the Prince of what His Majefty 
defired, andthey did not doubt . of fuch an Anfwer as would 
be to his Satisfadlion .'.Accordingly they fent to him,, whd 
was then at Sioyt, and before Eisht next Morning there cam6 
a Letter from Monfieur BemNgj by the Prince's Order, agree- 
ing to the King^s Propofal of going to Rochefier : ' whereupon 
he went (tlie^uards^ being hiade ready, and Boats prepared) 
r/7*>f Night to Gi-avefmiycm his owa.

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The fime day, Dec. the i%du about Three in die Af- 
ternoon, his Highnefs the Prince of Orange amc to St. 
fdmes^ attended by Monfieor Schmteri^ and a great number 
of the Nobility and Gentry, and was entertain d with a 
Joy and Concourie of the People which appeared free and 
unconftrained, and all the Bells in the City were rung, and 
Son-fires in every Street. 

The King continued at Rochejter till the 13. of Dectmtcr^ 

and dim ab^t one or two in the morning privately withdrew 
hioi^, taking only widi him Mr. Rd. SkUon and Mr. De- 
LMtf^ he went towards Dwn^ and embarqued in a Vef- 
fel laid ready for hb Tranfporcacion for Fnuice. The 
Qieen, who went hence the loth. arrived the nth. at 
C^Uis^ and was in great pain (not knowing what had 
haiq^imed in EngUni) for die King» whom me expe^ 
cv^ ddCi 

Tne King;, before he wididrew this fecond time, wrote 
and Idft behind him this following Letter, irhidi was after- 
wards printed by his Order in Unim.

Having now attained that period of time I defigned^

Utive of the Nation, as is now met, the Ends of my Declara- 
tim will be attained : And fince it hath pleafed God hitherto 
to blefi my good intentions with fo great fiiccels,! truft in him, 
that he wilt compleat his own work, by fending a Ipirit of 
P^ce and Union to influence your Counfels , that no inter- 
ruption may be given to an happy and lafting Settlement. 

The dangerous condition of the Proteftants in Ireland^ re* 
quiring a large and ipeedy (iiccour, and the prefent fiate of 
things abroad, obUge me to tell you, that next to the danger 
of Unjeafonabk Divffians amongft our ielves, nothing can be fo 
fetal as too great delay in your Conftiltations : The States by 
whom I have been enabled to reicue this Nation, may fiid- 
denly feel the ill effeAs of it , both by being too long depri- 
ved of the fervice of their Troops which are now here, and 
of your early alfiftance againft a powerful cneniy, whohatli 
declared a War againft them ; And as England is by Treaty 
already engaged to help them upon iiich Exigencies, ib I am 
confident that their chearfiil concurrence tppreferve this King- 
4om with fo much hazard to themlelves, will meet with all 
the Returns of Friendlhip and affiftance, which may be ex- 
pected from you as Vrotefiants and EngUfjhmm^ whenever thdr 
condition ihail require it.

A Nation of lefs fenfe than the EngU^ might have been ini- 
: pofed upon, of lefe bravery and valour might have been frigh- 
ted> of a more fervile temper might have negleded its Liter. 
ties, till it had b^n too lat« to have ever recovered them a- 
gain:But pone but a parcel x£Jefmts bred in a CliMfter,and un- 
acquainted with our temper as well as Conftitutioa would ever 
have hoped to hav^e carnied two foch things as Popery and Ar- 
bitrary power,both at once upon {o jealous a Nation as theSr- 
glipi is, which hates them above any other people in the World. 
The cruel flaughter they had made of the poor wretches 
they took after the defeat at Bridgwater ought to^have made 
them for ever delpair of gaining any credit with the Dijfenters^ 
who rarely forgive, but never forget any ill treatment^ Yet 
thefe little Volitieos had (b nttle fente as to build all their hopes 
on the Gratitude and InfenfiWlity of th^fe men j as if they 
fhould for Liberty otConfcience^iaLtbktmly and illegally grantea, 
alld confeouently revocable at the will of the Grantcr, have 
ibid themielves to everlafting flavery. 

Thw were equally miftaken in their carriage towards the

ht might yet ac baft fbj^ us t6 fobmit brj^ the fiiccoars hV 
ftright gain in ^>ftt, without ^ter confiderihg hdvi^ pofiB^ 
ble it was we might ^fee, a/id how difficult it Woufei be t*- 
force us by a /Ve;w8r Army, which Was equally doritf aty to thi 
Intereft or England and all . Eurdpe befide!s> artd to all intents 
and pufpofes deftrufti^e of the ifttereft of thife Prince thej;t, 
pretended thus to e^It afid re-eftablifh. 

Had B'onee beenmow in Peace there might yet have been ^ 
fome colour for this^ but when all Etsrofe was under a neccflk 
ty to unite againft him for its own prefeivation then to per- 
iwade the King of Great Britain to delert his Throne,and fly ; 
thither for (uccour, upon hopes of recovering his Kingdoms - 
again by the affiftance of the French (the mortal and heredi^ 
tary enemies of the Englijh) th's was fo filly a projeA that - 
there feems to have been fomething of a Divine Infetuation 
m It. 

However certainly no rational man will think that all the 
Princes of Europe would fit ftill*and fufFer the French King to 
conquer J5n>^i» under pretence of reftoring j^^wexthe Second 
to that Throne which h6 had abandoned, becaufe he could 
not brin§ the Prince of Or^wfj? (their Allie) and all his Prote-^- 
ftant Sub)e(9s to his own Terms, 

And yet if none of them fiiould enterpofe but the HoUan^^ 
ders alone, the Englijh and Dutch Fleets being united would 
render the landing a French Army fo difficult ^nd uncertain^, 
that it would 'be next door to madnels to truft one to their 
Navy, which is fo much inferior to either of the others fingly 
takeli. 

So that all things confidered, either James the Second ought

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ihiufr;. Since I finiflied that which goes before, we have now cer- 
tain Incelligencethat y^iiw/. the Second Landed the iitb^ 
of Aiarcb gx-Ki^de in Irtlandjio that now it cannot be doub- 
ced butvthati^e hopes to recover England and Scotland by die 
help of the W^ ; which is all one as if he had done it by the 

Stench. His fucceeding in this deiign laying us at the mercy of 
an kijh i{<);;f^»CatholicIe.Armyj whoie civility and kindneii 

-to our Nation we may Icirn from Our Country-men, who 
atter having loft all but their lives , have been forced to flee 
oyer to.us for (belter and protediom I Ihall not add any other 
conridei:ation to perfwade my Country- men to defend their 
King^ Queen, and the whole Proteftant Succeffion, their 
Lives^ Liberties, Priviledges and Religion, becaule this alone 

is fufficient. 
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Don't wonder to find a Perfon of your Senfe ^nd In- 
tegrity fo much furprized at the Report of tte 

Thronc?s being declared Vacant, by the Lower Hou& 

of the Convention : For how (lay you) can the Sea if the Go^ 
^uemment be Emfty^ whik the King, who all grant . bad an M- 
quefiionablt Title, is fiill Living, and his Ablence forced and 
involuntary ? I thought owr Laws, as well as our Religion, had 
hem agairfi the Depojing DoSlrine ; therefore I dejhe you would 
Expound this State Ri^le to me, and give me the Ground tf thk 
late extraordinary Revolution* In ahfwer to your Queftion, you 
may pleaie to take notice^ That tho(e Gentlemen of the 0>n* 
yention, and the reft of their Sentiments, who declare a Va- 
cancy in the Government , lay the main ftreis of their Opi- 
nion upon his Majefties withdrawing himielf : For now, efpe- 
cially fincc the Story of the French League, and the Bufinefs -of 
the Prince of Wales, are faffed srver in SiUnce, moji Men believe 
that the pretended Breach of that which they call.

That his Majefty, be^ 
fore his withdrawing, had iuffident Grounds to make him 
apprehenHve of imminent Danger. 

. - .§• ; . We are now fallen upon Times in which the moft ex^ 
travagant and almoft imppffible Things are (wallowed with^ 
out Chewing, and the plaineft Truths out&oed and denied ; 
as if Efvidenee was an Argument againfi Procf^ and Abliirdities 
the only Motives of Credibility : So that now, if ever, we 
ftem'fit for Tranfubfiantiatum. Had not (bme Men believed 
this true, in a great M^fure, they would never have difpa- 
ted againft nutter of FaA, which was done almoft in tht 
Face of the whole Kingdom. To fpeak to the prefent Cafe ; 
Had not his Majefty great Reaibn to retire, to lecure his Per- 
fon and his Honour, at his firil ^athdrawing from Whitehali 
which is the time fi^om which our Author- dates his pretended 
Defertion (for he will not allow him to be King at his retjUfn) 
I lay, had not his Majefty great Reafon to retire when he 
had met with io many urfortunate Diiappointments,vidth ib 
many furprisdngs and unparalleFd Accidents ? When part of 
the Army was revolted^ and the Remainder too apparently 
unlerviceable ? When the People had (uch fatal and anremo« 
vable prejudices againft his Majefky^s Senica? WfewxWt -wrtt. 
Jneb tirrihk Difardtrs in the JCmrJom , ani aJl'tUcti •««« «*» 
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when he had fcarce any thing left him to loie but himielf^ 
but confult his Safety, and give way to the irrefiftible Evil ? 
But our Author pretends the King s Affairs had a much bet- 
ter Alpsd ; Let us obferve how he proves it. Why he tells 
us, Tibat when the Prince cf Orsmgis's Propofahcame to his Mar 
jefiy, the Army and the Fleet were left in his Hands. They Were 
fo> that he might pay them for the Prince's Service ; for they 
owned his Ma)efty's Authority fcarqp any other way than by 
receiving his Money, and eating up his Meat, (b^s to he bo^ 
fed they have^ (ince repented of then' Anions.) But the Enquirer 
goes on with his Inventory rif Forts and Revenues, which the 
King was to have flill. He may know, if he pleafes, that' 
we have but Four confiderable Forts in the Kingdom. Now 
HullsLtid Plimouth had already difpofed of themfelves, and the 
Tower of Lmdon was demanded for the City ; fo that there 
was none but Portfmouth remaining. And as tor the Revenues ^ 
it's to be feared, the Northern Colledtton% would have b^n 
almoit as Slender as thofe in the Weft. And now one would 
think our Father began to relent : For he owns. That (ome, 
Things y which the Prince o/' Orange fropofedyway he called hard\ 
viz* his demanding. rj&i^/ the Law4 againjt Papifis which were in 
imployment migbt be eicecuted.

was not unlikely) had nothing upon the Matter but his fingle

For the Tower was Garrilbn'd by Fo- 
reign Forces t- The Lords ^UiAied an Order by their own 
Authorityyto oblige the Papifts to depart the Town : The City 
made an AJdrefs to the Vrktee if Oran^j wbUb was a Virtual 
acknowledgment of bis Tower ; and Aflbciations came up to 
to that purpofeoQt of the Country ; {Cambridgejlnre Addrefi) 
not to admit that his Majefiyvw denied a (mall - nu of his own 
Gold to Heal with ; As if dkey had rather poor i'eople flionld 
. pcrifti ^th Boyles and Uloftrs^ than ftiew common Juftice 
' And Humanity to their King. From all thde remarkable Qr- 
cumftances^ his Majefty might eafily guefi how they intended 
todiipofeof him: For no Man in lids Sen(es^ who has treated 
a Prince fo Conteraptuoufly in his own Kingdom^ will ever 
< permit him either Power,or Liberty ,for fear he ihould remem- 
ber his former U&ge. From what has been faid^it's moft evi* 
dent^ that his Majefty had all imaginable realbn to provide 
for his own Security in ibme other Country. 
^.7. And fmce hi^ Majefty had fufficient reaibns to withdraw^ 
thele can be no pretence f<jir an Abdication : For we are to 
^(ervo^ that to Abdicate an Office^ always luppofes the Con- 
lent of him who Quits it. ^ That this is the fignification ci 
the Word Abiico^ appears from Tn//^, Salufi^ and Lime ; to 
which I (hall only add the Learned Gratins, De Jure Belli, &c 
Uhr. I. Caf. 4. SeS;. 9. Whdre he makes Abdicatine th€ Go- 
vernment^ and plainly Giving it up^ to be T^mhs of the iame 
importance. 

§^8. And to prevent unreafenable Cavils^ he adds^ diata 
Negleft^ or Omiffion in the Adminiftration c^ Government^ 
is by no means to be Interpretated a Renunciation of it. We 
We but two Inftances with us which looks Mke an Abdicati- 
on iince the Conqiieft ; which are in the Reign of Edward II. 
and Richard II. both which were unjuftly Depoied by their 
Subje<%s.

I. Wlien the Nation was fo much embroiled^ and the 
King's ilntereft reduced to fuch an unfortunate Ebb > It would 
have been very, d^cult^ if not impcffihle, to have found P^r/ens 
who would have' undertaken fuch a dangerous Charge* That Man 
muft have had a Refolution of an extraordinary Size who 
would venture upon Reprcfenting a Prince who had been fo 
much dilrepsded in his own Perfon ; whole Authority had 
been fet afide, and his Ambaffador clapt up at Windfor^ when 
he carried not only an inofFenfive, but an obliging Letter. 
But granting fuch a RepreientatioH had been ingaged in ; the 
Commiflions muft cither have extended to the Calling of Par- 
liaments, or not; if not, they would neither ^have been Satis- 
feftory, nor abiblutely neceffary.NotSatisfadory^For the want 
of a Parliament was that which was accounted the great Grievance 
of the Nation^ as appears from the Prince ofOr^ngtsDeclarationm 
Where he fays exprefly. That his Expedition is intended for no 
other Defign but to have a Free and Laii^ul Parliament a^em- 
bkd^ as Joon as is poffible. DccUv. P. 12. 

§. 21, Secondly J This Expedient was not abfolutely Necet 
fary ; for the Adminittration of Juftice might have proceed^ 
ed Regularly, without any fuch Deputation, by Virtue of 
thofe Commiffions which the P^/)//& Judges and Jufticesctf'thc 
Peace had already from the King. This I fliall prove, 

§. 22. I. From a parallel Inllance; King Charles -the I.

Neither has this Opinion any better Coimtenance from 
Common Law : For Common Law is nocbing but Afiwrient 
U&ge^ zcA immciiiorial Cuftora. Now Cuftom foppofe 
Ptecedents and Parallel Cafes : But ic'sgranted of all Hards, 
That the Crown -of Et^lani wasnevef judged to be Demi* 
fed, by the withdrawing of the Prince befoie now. Aad^ 
thciefore it follows, by undeniable Gonfequence, rihat this. 
OfMmon can have no Foundation in the Ciotnnxmon Law, 
b^:aufe there is not fo much as one Ruled Caie to proPre 
it by. Nay, oar Laws are not onlly filent in the raainrC' 
• nance of this Paradox, but againft it, as I ihatl make good 
by Two Precedents. 

§. 27, !• From the Cafe of Edward the IV. who having 
not fiifficient Force to Encounter the Earl of Warick^ who 
had railed an Army for King Henryi^ was obliged to fly the 
Kingdom; but that he deputed any Peribm to Rqpreient 
him, our Hiftories don't give us the leafl: Intimation' Neither 
was- it Objeifked at his return,, that he had Abdicated the Go- 
vernment, by omitting to Conftitute a Regent. Neither k 
it mattrial to Ohjeilj that all Difputes- $f this Nature were over* 
ruled by bis Vigorous Arm^'^Fov it ft had been the known Law 
6f this Realm, that a Pimce had i/^o /^<> forfeited his 
Crown by going beyond Sea, without leaving a Deputation, 
rfiough his Departure fhoiild happen to be Involuntary : If 
thk, I fey, had beeii the Law of the Kingdom, it would 
not only -have been a great advantage ta Henry the VL and 
made the Nation ring of it, (of which there is altum Silemi- 
urn ;) but we may be well aifared. King EJward would not 
teve conferred Hpnour, worn the Ctcwti ^ «^ xsJwcl <tft. 
State and Authority of the Kinfe uvoriVv\m/tJ\V^V^.^\**2^ 
JH^SfkbU/hcd by Parliaments, ^ut tJaa!t \sa ^vi^^^xeSe. ^ 
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h&s of Soveraignty before the calling of a Parliament, ap- 
pears from Daniel^Stow^Sind Baker. And when the Parliament 
was Convened, thofe who had taken up Arms againft him , 
were found Guilty of Treafon, and his Adherents, were re- 
ftored to Blood and Eftatc (Daniel.) But there was no Con- 
firmation, or Relifting or his Title, which is a Demonftrati- 
on there was no need of it ; and that this Abdicating Dodrine 
was perfedly unknown to that Age. . 

§. 28, 2. To come nearer our own Times, what Seals, or 
Commiffioners did Charles the IL leave behind him after 
Wwcefier Fight ? And yet, I beleive, no Mortal ever urged 
this as an Argunient againft his Reftauration. If it be Anf 
wcred, that there was much more danger in this cafe, than 
ip that before us. To this I reply, that if we Examine the 
matter more narrowly, we ftiall find the difparity very in- 
confiderable. For was' there not a numerous Array -of Fo- 
reigners and Subjects in the Field, againft his prelent Ma- 
jelhr at his retiring ? What Power or Authority, or to much 
as Liberty was there left him ? And I am afraid that at that 
time he had fewer Friends to ftand by him, than bis Brother 
after that unfortunate Battle in yi- 

§. 29* And fince this pretended Derelitftion has no man* 
ner of Protection from the Conftitutibn, it has no other re- 
fuge but the Laws of Nature to fly to j but a very little 
Storming will ferve to drive it from this laft Retrench- 
ment. 

§. 30. For the Lawof Natute'is nothing but the Reaibn 
of the Thing. Now impartial Reaibn has always a regard 
to the Circomftanccs of A<Stion> and makes Allowances for 
Surprife, for Straitnels of Time, for Refentment upon extra- 
ordinary provocation ; and never takes advantage of an O^ 
miffion, which may be fairly Interpreted, from any or all 
of thefe Caufes. I mention this not that the prelent Cafe 
needs any fuch Allowance, but to flijew that the Law of 

N Nature would admit it, if OoCafion required. Tis true> 
wrktcTiLaws^ either thto\agh the ^mhigaity 9^ the Words, 

or the dcfcdivctiQ^s of the Sctvfc, \ax^ oSx&tv ^>&^\s^ >5Jw 
-Wot, and wreftedcomrary tot\«t)^^^?^^'^^^^^^^>S^^^ 
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But the Law of Nature is not tyed up to the Alphabet, nor 
bound to determine by the ImperfeAions^, of former Ages» 
Therefore this Principle wilV giv^ dij rjEnquir er n 
vantages againft his Majefty ; for Equity has no Quirks in it^ • 
nor ever lies at Catch. Reafin is always Jufi aniQenerous^t never 
makes Misfortune an Accujation^ nor judges in favour off^iolence* 
Indeed pi; bat can be moreUnrighteous (though the Cafe was private 
and inferior) than that any one Ihould Suflfer for being In-; 
jured, and be barred his Right for the Faults of others ? If a 
Man (hould forfeit his HouJb to thofe who let it on Fire, on- 
ly becaufe he quitted it without giving fbrae formal Diredi- 
ons to the Servants ; and be obliged to lofe his Eftate, for en- 
deavouring to preferve his Life. I believe it would be 
thought an incomprehenfible fort of Juftice. If to proceed 
in this manner be hot to cttablifti Wickednefi by a I^w, I 
have done. If Princes may be thus roughly treated, their 
Birth is a Misfortune to tnem ; and, we may (ay, they are 
Crown d rather for Sacrifice than Empire. At this rate, the 
People muft e'en Govern them felves, for the Throne will be 
a Place of too much Danger to fit on any longer. We have an 
'Excellent Churchy and we do well to take due Care to continue its 
EJlahlijhment j kut to difpoj/efs our Prince^ upon this Score, has as 
little Divinity as Law in it. To endeavour to preferve our ROr 
ligibn by fuch Methods will make it more Fatal to us in the 
event than Atheifm it felf. 'Tis a mifiake to think the World 
was made for none hut Protefiants ^ and if- Dominion was founded 
in Grace, I am afraid our Jhare would not he great in the Divi^ • 
Jion. 

§.31. If it is Objeded, That his Majefty s not fending to 
his People upon his. Removal, is an Argument that he intend- 
ed to govern theni no longer. To this I Anfwep, 

I. That I am pretty well affured. That no Man, who 
makes this Otjjeftion, believes the truth of it ; and therefore 
I might iafely leave it to his own Confcience to confute 
him. 

Secondly^ His Majefty was fcarcely Landed in Fr^wice before 
the Adininiftration was conferred upofl the Prince of Or^iT^gf j 
which Adion might very well difcourage his Marjefty trom 
fending any Meifages fo ioon as b^ m^^ivi\»\\ ^mx. ^\x\<;ji^ ^^'^

There is (faid he J no Statute fo much as pretended to fupport

Nay faith be our Laws are not only Jiknt in the mdntenana nf 
this Paradox^ but againfi. it as 1 fliall make ^ood bj twor InJtsH^e^ 
The firft of thele is that of Edward the Fourth who was for* 
ced to fly, without leaving any reprclentative yet returned, 
and regained the Crown. King Edward was furprizcd und^ 
pretence of a Treaty and fent Prifbner to Warwick CalHe^ 
and made his efcape out of Cuilody ; after this ii&ir/ the' 
Sixth was again Crowned, and Edw^d the Fourdi dedareA 
a Tray tor ia Parliament, and an Ufurper of the Crown, and 
all his Eftate confifcated : and the like Judgment paifed ^dnft 
all his Adherents, and all the Statutes made by him were^t^- 
yoked. After this Edward the Fourth returned into Englmdj, 
and pretending to lay alide, all Claim to the Crowh, ami on« 
Fy to feek the recovery of his Lands which belonged to him, 
as Duke of Tork^ which he confirmed to the men of T&rk by 
his Oath ; being thus received in the North, he won over his 
Brother Clarence^ and haded to London, and there he took 
poor King Henry his Prifoner again ; and in a Battel {lew the 
Earl of Warwick who came to refcue King Henrys and in ano- 
ther Battel defeated Margaret the Wife of Hmry the Sixth ; 
took, and in cold blood murdered Prince Edward the Eldeft 
Son of Henry the Sixth, and not long after Henry the Sixth 
himfelf. 

Now what laith our Letter-man to all this, ^ it bad hem a 
known Law cf England, that a Prince -bad Ipib fado forfeited 
bis Crown hy goings beyond Sea, without, leading a Deputation^ 
tho bis departure JtjoulJ happen to be involuntary j it would haw 
been a great Advantage to Henry the Sixth, i es . doubtlefi his 
departure did £icilicate the RecrowninK of Henry the Sixth; 
for he was not fb well beloved as Eiae^W theFourth was, ami 
it is apparent the Nation iwore Allegiance to Henry theSbstbi^ 
de novo, for that very cau(e^ fox tvc>\«(^^ i6wackf^irfi»sss«^^ 
that£Jward'$ was the better T\tV&, ^D^^5tiftCAW^^i^^'»»;^^ 
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tailed to Henry and his Heirs Male, and for want of fuch Iffue 
to George Duke of Clarence^ and his' Heirs ; and vA\s,t\ Edward 
the Fourth after this came up to London^ every body fbrlbok 
Henry the Sixth, and he was retaken and imprilbned with- 
out any refiftance* Now after two Victories what wonder 
was it if Edward, the Fourth exercifed all ASs of Soveraignty^ 
(and Tyranny too) before the calling of a Parliament, and in 
i^ reftored all hiis own party, and attainted King Henrfs. He 
tnight as well have proved it lawftil to ftab and murder Kings 
and Princes, and to fwear and fbrlwear from the lame 
ftory. 

His next Iriftance is the flight of Charles the iecond from 
lyerctfter fight, which was nothing to the purpofe neither, 
for tliat Prince had done nothing to forfeit his right, and was 
9eady to have done any tHtng to aifure his fubjafts of theirs ; 
Sut James the Setond had as is confefifed on all hands violated 
the rights of his Subje(9:s above any Prince that ever Iwayed 
this Scepter, and would rather throw up the Government,than / 
fkfiei^ a.Parliament to meet to redrefs their' Grievances, and 
this was the only reafon, why lie, as our Author faith. Had 
fewer friends tofiand by him than his Brother had after the unfw- 
t^mate Battel cf Worcefter /» 1 6 y r • 

The true Fountain of the Law that is to Determin this 
difficult and rare Cafe is our Fundamental Conftitution, and 
the General Laws and Prackife of other Nations in the like 
or fimiilar Inftances;. And as there is an Analogy of Faith in 
Theokgy^ fo there is an Analogy here too, forthofe who are 
fiifficicncly Qualified to judge by j but then they mull be no 
ycung fmatterers in Law, Hiftory *or State Politicks. Nor 
was this Queition determin d by fuch,, but by the whole three 
£ftates upon Reaions altogether unknown Cperhaps) ro this 
Gentleman, but whfch niay be fiifficient to iatisfie all the 
Princes in.Chriftendom when they ft all be laid before them, 
la the mean time the Judgment of the States isconclufive to 
us, and the' we know not all the Reaions they might have^ 
yet we now know encMigh to acquiefs and be latisfied.

Prince of Grangers Dot 
claration, Lpok upon the Declaration made by the Lords 
and Commons the iz^h. of February laft pait and you will- 
fooh be latisfied in how many inftances he had violated 
the^ Laws and Liberties of thi? Kingdom, and Sought the Ru^ 
ine and utter Sobverlion of this Loyal^ Monarchical Church o£ 
England^ This condu<ft Lafted to the very moment they 
knew the Dutdi preparations were inad^ againft him? 

After this ^^t could be done or. laid chat was omitted ^ 
^ obt^& a. Redre^ in Parliament ? Was there any other ^ 
way to Secure us th^n that of a Parliament ? Was this grant? 
ed before it became Impoffible to hinder it ? And when all 
tnens £y<^ were uppn th]S9.di4 be not tVy&Tt\^^i&i^\:^^ ^^ -. 
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iblve to defeat our Expedations and to withdraw and 
leave us in a State of Anarchy and Cotlfufion i Here wasim ' 
Smfrize, fireigbtnefs oftime^ nojnfirejmtmenfj^ except he were 
angry chat we could not contribute to our own Rviny and 
enflaring ; that we would not cut up our Laws > Liberties 
and Religion with our Swords^ and Sacrifice our DeliwnrstSQ 
our Offreffors. 

Nor were theie violations only perfiMial Injuries^ but diq^ 
extended to the whole Church and Kingdom^ and -to the 
whole Conftitution and every branch of it; aor were they 
iuch as would have ended with his Late Mafefties life; but 
were to have been intailed upon us and our pofterity icx 
ever, for the Queen might have brought forth every year at 
that rate the Pretended Prince, of Waks his birth is proved.
